The Je a n n elle In q u iry . 
W ashington, October 20sb.—Lieutenant 
D aneobiw er resumed his narrative before the 
Jeacuette Board of Inquiry this morning. 
He stated th at about 4 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing he waa awakened by a seaman, who was 
calling hia relief, aud saying. “ H urry up, 
for the ship’s going down !’’ W itness heard 
a crash, and the remarks . f one man as they 
watched her go down. 
T hat morning, after 
all hands were called, the spot where the ship 
sank was visited by the party, and a cabin 
chair, a signal box and a piece of wood were 
found.” 
The witnaea waa atkad : 
“ W hat 
waa t*-e condition of the ice on the 12 h of 
June?’’ H e replied : 
“ I t waa very much 
brokeu and thrown up in ridges. 
The large 
Hoe in which we had been drifting for ten 
months seemed to be broken up by banging 
on H enrietta Island, and swinging around to 
the northwest. 
The width of the ico was 
ah out ten feet, and the greatest draft of wa­ 
ter of any pi ce I saw measured waa ‘23 
leet.” In aoswar to a question as to the 
condition oi the Jeannette before the hetv> 
pressure of June 12th, witness said: 
“ I t 
was a very strong ship, and in the same con­ 
dition as when sho left San Francisco, with 
the exception th at her forefoot was twisted.” 
" K now irg her condition at that time, would 
you, if you had been in command of the ex­ 
pedition, have deemed it expedient to con­ 
tinue the expedition ?’’ 
“ No, for she had 
been fitted out originally for three years, and 
the supply of clothing and provisions, etc., 
would not w arrant another year in the ice. 
The supply of coal also would have been 
iDBuffic ient for the coming winter, as the crew 
already had been exposed for two year3 to the 
rigors of an Arctic climate. 
Furthermore, it 
is the custom, whsn a ship is fitted out for 
three years for the Arctic seas tq first return 
at the end of the second summer.”

R eport o r Ibe D irectors o f th e Geological 
Survey. 
W ashington, O etobir 20th.—The report 
of the Directors of the Geological Survey for 
the fiscal year ended June 30-h is now nearly 
complete, and exhibits im portant progress in 
th at branch of the public seivice. 
From the 
report it appears th at Director Powell, at 
the beginning of the fiscal year, resolved to 
curtail the field work, in vitw of the large 
maBa of unprepared m atter which was ac­ 
cumulated, and determined to give more 
especial attention to the office and laboratory 
work necessary for its puhlicatior. 
This 
work consisted in the identification, classifi­ 
cation aad description of fos-ils, the chemi­ 
cal and microscopic examination of rocks, 
minerals and ores, the construction cf geo­ 
logic sections, the preparation of charts, 
diagrams 
and 
other 
illustrations, 
the 
prenaration 
of reports 
on 
the various 
subjects which had occupied the attention of 
the scientific men of the survey. 
The ex­ 
periments have been made under the man­ 
agement tf the former Director, Clarence 
King, on tho various phenomena connected 
with rock formation. An examination, chit fly 
in the laboratory, has h-en made of the 
structural geology of tho Eureka mining dis­ 
trict of Colorarlo, of tho volcanic rocks c.f tie 
Great Bssin, an 1 of M ounts Shasta, Hood 
and R siner. 
Another departm ent cf the 
work h is been the study of certain lake ba­ 
sins in ITtab, Nevada and California. 
These 
Lkea are now mi stly extinct. Great Salt 
Lake being one of the few exceptions, 
and their history, which is now being studied, 
includes the study of the quartenary climate, 
which leids in turn to the study of the cli­ 
mate of the arid portion of the U nited States. 
Another field of investigation has been the 
study of ths glacial formation extending from 
the A tlantic coast to ti e middle portion of 
th® great plains iu the northern latitudes. 
1Lis investigation, also, is a research relatirg 
to the quartenary climate and to the charac­ 
ter and origin of the present topographic 
features of the area involved. 
Investigations 
have also been conducted relating to the 
economic geology of Ten Mila district, Sum­ 
mit county, Colorado, and of the basaltic 
mesas at Golden, which will be extended to 
cover the entire Denver coal basin. 
Much 
time has been spent in the preparation of the 
report on the Leadville district. 
In Nevada, 
Eureka district has been carefully surveyed, 
aud a report has been prepared on the (Tom- 
stock lode and W ashoe district. The Director 
says all the in»-estiga-ior* in economic geology 
havs a partial value ia determining the char­ 
acteristics of ore deposits, and will advance 
th : mining indu .tries by pointing out the 
beet nethods of systematic development. 
Early ia the fEoal year tne geographical work 
was commenced ia New Mr x'co and Arizona, 
which is preliminary to a geological exa nitra­ 
tion of the country. 
In c inclusion Powell 
says t ’ at the su- vey h e beeu e. gaged during 
a great part cf the year ia the preparation of 
statistics reV ive to the a i-ing industries of 
the United Scutes, which are complete r.nd 
exhaustive in every rc -ie ;i,a n d which ate 
intended for the u=e of the Census Bureau. 
T h e P o litic a l O u ltn n k In Illin o is.

agreement $75,000 
was 
stolen 
every 
year. 
During 
the 
present year, from January te July, by 
means of duplicate bills and by forgeries 
and cencivance with contractor?, Phipps 
managed to steal $40.C00. This theft occurred 
after the City Council bad instituted an in- 
veitigation into the allegations of fraud, 
Phipps kept fifteen families going, among : 
them being four bonaea of Guardians of the 
Poor, five contractor, two discharged em­ 
ployes and four other persons, official and 
otherwise, who had obtained hold on the 
Superintendent’s fears or affections.

CIG A RBrrfi 
SMOKING. 


Scarcely less injurious, in a subtle aud 
generally unrecognized way, than the habit 
of taking “ n ip s” 
of 
alcohol 
betw een 
meals, is the growing practice of sm oking 
cigarettes incessantly. 
W e have not a 
word to say about sm oking at suitable 
tim es and in m oderation, nor do oar re­ 
m arks at this m oment apply io the use oi 
cigars and pipes. 
I t is against the habit of 
sm oking cigarettes in large quantities, w ith 
the belief th a t these m iniature doses of 
nicotine are innocuous, we desire to enter 
a protest. 
The tru th is th at, perhaps ow­ 
ing to the way th e tobacco leaf ie shredded, 
coupled w ith the fact th a t it is brought 
into more direct relation w ith the m outh 
and air passages thau w hen it is smoked in 
a pipe or cigar, th e effects produced on the 
nervous system by a free consum ption of 
cigarettes are more m arked and character­ 
istic thau those recognizable after recourse 
to other m ethods of smoking. 
A pulse- 
tracing made after the subject has smoked 
say a dcz -n cigarettes, will, as a rule, be 
flatter and more indicative of depression 
than one taken after 
the sm oking of 
cigars. 
I t is no uncommon practice fcr 
young men who smoke cigarettes habitu­ 
ally to consume from eight to tw elve in an 
hour, and to beep this up for four or five 
hours daily. 
The total quantity of tobacco 
consum ed may not seem large, but beyond 
question the volume of emoke to which 
ttie breath organs of the sm oker are ex­ 
posed, and th e characteristics of th at smoke 
as regards the proportion of nicotine intro­ 
duced into th e system , combine to place 
the organism very fully under the influence 
of th e tobacco. 
A considerable num ber of 
cases have been brought under our notice 
during the last few m onths, in which 
youths and young men who have not yet 
com pleted tho full term of physical devel­ 
opm ent have had th eir health seriously im ­ 
paired by th e practice of alm ost incessantly 
sm oking cigarettes. 
I t is well th a t the 
facts should be known, as the impression 
evidently prevails th a t any num ber of 
these little “ whiffs ” m u3t needs be per­ 
fectly innocuous, whereas they often do in­ 
finite harm .—[London Lancet.

J. M. Vance writes to tte Indiina Far- 
mrr, giving the yield from hiB loDg-wool 
sheep this year : My e D tire stock of Itin- 
colnshires made an average of 11 pounds 
and 1) ounces per fleece, 48 head in all. 
The heaviest fleece weighed 18 pounds, cff 
of a one year old ewe. 
A farmer cf my acquaintance, whose 
business is chiefly raising hogs, bad one 
acre of artichokes, two or three years ago ; 
he now has six acres, and talks of planting 
four more. 
Ho says that in some years 
one acre of artichokes is worth three of 
corn, and that a sm all piece, according to 
the number of hogs, will any year bu worth 
more than thé same area of core. 
Some 
use the tops as green f-jca ; hor»- s and cat­ 
tle both seem to reiich th e m —[Farm and 
Garden. 
It 13 said that an acre of wheat will sus­ 
tain three and a half individuals for ose 
year. 
An acre of potatoes tviii sustain 
ten persons for a year. 
In Ireland the in­ 
troduction o! the potato has been followed 
by a decline of every Iritli industry except 
agriculture. 
The small amount of labor 
requir d for obtaining sustenance from the 
potato is taken as the measure of neces­ 
sary labor, and the time gained is not profit­ 
ably eptnt ia developing other industries, 
but is apt to be passed in idleness. 
It is 
so the world over, whore the earth yields 
of its abundance almost without toil. 
All trees aud plants are not partial to tbe 
same character of soil, and though they 
may live for a few years in uucongenial 
giound, certain varieties will never reach 
ifie.ir greatest perfection unless their roots 
are thoroughly adapted to tbe soil iu which 
they are placed. 
We may change the char­ 
acter of some soils, as, for icstm ce, a wet, 
reti ntive clay, by systematic underdrain- 
ing, etc , but it ia a difficult m atter to con- 
veit 
a pure sand into a stiff, adheeire 
mold. 
N iw, this partiality to special 
soils extends even to varieties of the same 
species of fruit, as, for instance, the straw, 
berry. 
The Triomphe de Grand, Jucunda 
aud some others will attain perfection 
only in heavy soils, while the Kentucky 
aud many others are specially adapted 
to the light sands of portions of New 
Jersey and 
D law arf. 
The pear, 
in 
particular, is very partial to a strong, 
rather heavy soil ; aud the apple, plum 
snd quince succeed best on oao of a 
similar character. 
On the other hand, 
cherries anu peaches seam to succeed bet­ 
tor oa a thoroughly drained, open and fria­ 
ble loam, with little, if aav, clay. 
Moist­ 
ure is aii essential to success iu the 
cultivation of quinces, strawberries aud 
s >me exceptional varieties of other frui’s, 
as tbe Newtown Pippin apple. 
Grapes dc- 
light in a ni- i»t attnospnere, a id their 
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will ramble fur a loEg cibtance ia 
search ox water. F ir these moisture-loving 
virietu.s a good mulch daring sn .timer has 
b.eu found highly advantageous, acd noth­ 
ing is better ftr the purpose than long 
strawy 
manure. 
Sivs Dowi-iog: 
“ A 
pretty c ireiul ob?e • v.,tion for several days 
nao convinced us that a light, sandy soil 
is, on the whule, the wur-t soil for fruit 
trees.” 
Another point is, th at although 
fruits, as a rule, are partial to ¡stimulating 
fertilizers in the soil, the cherry' wiil not 
thrive if in very rich laud, or, »t least, a 
very few years will be the extent of its ex­ 
istence.—[Josiah II. opes. 
I t is quite as im portant to fatten and 
m arket economically the animal products 
of the farm as it is to raise them. A pound 
of beef, pork or poultry can be made much 
cheaper in September and October than 
later in the season, wnen a larger part of 
the rations must go to keeping up animal 
heat. 
There is no sleight of hand in lay. 
ing fat upon an animal’s carcass. 
I t must 
come out of good honest food in the rations 
fed. 
The temperature iu the latter pari 
of summer and early autumn is in favor of 
the be3t use of all the fattening articles of 
food, while these is enough cf green food 
to sharpen the appetite aud keep up good 
digestion. 
We have fotiud green corn­ 
stalks, especially Eweet corn, an excellent 
article in the sly, to he fed In connection 
with corn on the cob, aad corn meal and 
other rations. 
We have never seen pork 
made more rapidly than with this kind of 
feeding. 
It will lie safe *o ?• ed all that the 
swine will eat np clean, aud no more. 
Slack up the food aliitle a hen anything is 
Kft in the trough. This will require a little 
attention, but the pigs will grow sc fast that 
one can afford to ftnger by the sty a few 
minutes, onec in a day, to sea the fat ac­ 
cumulate. 
Cora is high this season, and 
we want to m ike the be«t use of it. 
Tne 
best poul .rymeu we kuo .v begiu to give ex­ 
tra fetd in September, when they mean to 
kill in November. 
The Thanksgiving 
market is pretty eure to be a good one, and 
brings ready cash. 
Tne small potatoes 
boiled, and mixed with Indian meal sad 
hot water, make an excellent feed for tu r­ 
keys and other poultry. This favors growth 
as well as fattening 
The rations of corn 
and other grain, ungronud. may be reserved 
to the last few weeks of I fe. 
Turkeys 
should have tbeir liberty all through the ex­ 
tra feeding. Some poultrymou put up their 
geese and de cks, V.nt we doubt the economy 
of thi3 method. W ith a good run they will 
have a variety cf fcod, and thrive better 
with an access to a pistuie w i h pond or 
brook, while they are receiving full feed 
for market. 
All tk at the fattening ani 
inals wiil eat up clean is a good ru-e for 
the last month of feeding.—[American 
Agriculturist.

Drkkdkn, September 27, 1882. 
Quiet, easy-going Dresden has been on 
the patriotic qui vive for the past week. 
‘■Tt:e Kai-er is coining” was heralded 
throughout the kingdom some months ago, 
and every Saxon heart beat with joy, from 
the King on his throne to the poorest 
peasant, boy. 
Soon busy bands went to 
work to beautify their capital—the Ger­ 
man Florence— and prepare a hearty wel­ 
come for their dearly-beloved Emperor. 
Standards 
appear» d 
on 
the Augustus 
bridge, over the Eibe, and over which it 
was announced tho royal procession mast 
pass on its way from tho Schlesian station 
iu Neustadt to the castle in A ttstadt. These 
were decorated with stare, shields and 
wreaths ; while high over all floated the 
black, red and white stripes of Germany, 
the pretty green and white flag of Saxony, 
the tdack and orange of Austria and the 
weapons and black eagle of Prussia. 


O S TH E CASTLE SQUARE, 
Between the bridge and the entrance to 
the castle of the Saxon King, a magnifi­ 
cent trium phal arch was erected at an ex­ 
pense of 20,000 maiks. 
This, beyond 
question, wa3 the most gigantic effort 
made in the province of decoration. 
From 
an immense buttress, on each 6ide of the 
passage, roae two graceful Corinthian col­ 
umns. 
Tnesewere beautifully ornamented 
with fruit, flowers and tbe German eagle, 
and each surmounted with the golden 
crown of the Emperor, symbolic of the 
four generations of tho royal family united 
in the person of Wilhelm I. 
Between the 
columns, both at the right and left of the 
thoroughfare, flags filled the space. 
These 
display ed emblematical figures on the in­ 
side, and the black eagle and weapons of 
Prussia on the outside. 
On the right, 
Vesta, with her festive torch, scattering 
flowers over the way, represented love, 
' under which was inscribed in golden let­ 
ters, “ Liebe Dsin Lohn ” (Love, Your 
lie war 1). 
Victoria on the opposite side 
with her laurel wreath, which she ex­ 
tended to the Kaiser, represented fame, 
under which was inscribed, “ ithnm Dein 
Leben” (Fam», Your Life). 
On the in­ 
side of the pedestals was tho well known 
watchword of 
Graf 
Moltke, 
“ Allezsit 
treu bereit fur dos Reiches Herrliehkeit ” 
(Ready at all times for the glory of the 
Realm). 
Between the columns bearing the 
f»ur royal crowne was stretched a golden 
netting thickly studded with the Kaiser’s 
favorite flower, korn blumen (bachelor’s 
button). 
This netting was decorated on 
bit'a sides by beautifully-draped lambre­ 
quins of purpie and gold, with fringe and 
taesels to match. 
Behind the high col­ 
umns, 
between four 
candelabra, were 
s m a lle r columns bearing basins of choice 
11 nvers, while within a balustrade on either 
side wa3 a small garden. 
The portals 
were ricbly ileacrated with eagles, weapons 
and German flags.

butter was made lor many months ot the 
year during which the cows were too lil­ 
ted to yield mi k. or the calves required it 
exclusively. 
Sa tod butter there was, bat 
over salted ami illm ade, and no improve­ 
ment to ’’ ccokry.” 
Milk of almonds is 
constantly named, whire we should use 
cream or milk ; though it must always 
have been a costly material. 
Perhaps the 
explanation is that these recipes came from 
the south of Franco and Italy, where the 
climaie does cot favor the use cf cream. 
The impression we riceive from a study of 
these recipes ia not favorable to the taste 
of our ancestors. Savory dishes are spoiled 
by the introduction of sweet ingredients, 
sweet dishes by an indiscriminate u¿e of 
spices. 
If ,a number of dishes are desira­ 
ble, each dish should have its distinct 
flavor, and should be acceptable to different 
palates, or to the palate at different stages 
of a repast.—[Fraser’s Magszine. 


E le c tric L iu h ts o r R ailw ay s.—The 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company has j i»t 
tested, with satisfactory results, a system 
of electric lighting for passenger coaches 
by means cf a Faure accumulator. 
Oa 
Monday evening a passenger car provided 
with seven lamps of two burners each was 
attached to a regular train from Jersey 
City to Philadelphia, and a number of rail­ 
road i ffitials and electricians made the trip. 
It was the unanimous opinion that the ex­ 
periment was an entire success. The lamps 
gave a soft, clear and steady light. 
The 
accumulator, which was placed under the 
middle of the car, transm itted electricity 
to the carbons by wires on either side. Dr. 
Dudley, electrician of the Pennsylvania 
Company, who conducted the experiment, 
will doubtless maks a favorable report.

Streets were swept and garnished, win­ 
dows were scoured, decorated and rented 
at fabulous prices. 
Show windows fairly 
bristled with Kaisers, Kings and Princes. 
In some a bu3t of the Emperor appeared, 
crowned with laurel, together with the 
King and Queen of Saxony; in others a 
painting of the Kaiser, sitting in his palace 
at Biriin, surrounded by the various ob­ 
jects of his well-known room. 
Now be 
appeared in marble lavishly decorated with 
korn blumen, then in chocolate crowned 
with laurel. 
In a window of a cafe Btood 
a mammoth cake surmounted by the Em­ 
peror W ilhelm and the Crown Prince, 
Frederick William, both on horseback. 
The Panopticon displayed the Kaiser and 
Saxon Kmg side by tide, both wearing 
innumerable badges and orders. 
Picture 
stores vitd with each other i a decorative 
ingenuity. 
Generally a copy of the peer­ 
less Sistine Madonna occupied the center, 
around which clustered all other emana­ 
tions of the artist’s brain. 
Tribunes and 
etages were erected near the station and 
bridge. 
The Albert Square was put in 
readiness fcr the school children. 
These 
were t.iught their song of welcome and 
promised a holiday. 
“ Kaiser blum en” 
were peddled from one end of .Saxony to 
the other. 
Although it has rained in Ger­ 
many nearly every day for the past year, 
no apprehensions of bad weather were en­ 
tertained for the eventful 14th of Septem­ 
ber, for the people said, “ W e shall have 
Kaiser weather ; good luck always follows 
the Kaiser.” 
And so they all worked on 
lo make their city beautiful for the coming 
of the King. 
The nearer the day, the 
higher mounted the enthusiasm of the peo­ 
ple. 
Many, however, felt a subdued joy 
in tbe anticipation of this great event in 
the hi3tory of Dresden, for, said they, “ In 
all probability our good Kaiser will never 
come to see us again.” 


TH E EVENING ARRIVES. 
Finally the evening of the 13th arrived ; 
the work was done, and the Queen of the 
Eibe shone in all the beauty of a gala uni­ 
form. Both A!t3tadc aud N eustadt fixer illy 
streamed with bunting of every Bize and 
color. 
Germana came from all quarters of 
S .xony »sd Germany, and strangero from 
all quarters of the globe. 
Every hotel artd 
private boarding bouse wa3 crowded. 
The 
children R aid “ If jou're waking, call me 
eor'y,” and all retired with glorious visions 
of the morrow. Alas ! Thursday morning, 
September 14th, came; the wind sighed 
mournfully and the rain pattered dismally. 
Sadly the flags drooped and silently the 
people moved about under their dripping 
umbrellas. 
And still sr.me persisted, “ It 
must be fine ; the Ivsiser is always lucky 1” 
Noon came, and stiil it rained. 
About 1 
o’clock the people began to assemble on the 
bridges, o d the terrace over the E lie and 
on the beautifully flacged steamboats and 
gondolas near the br dges. 
F.fteen differ­ 
ent associations 
and

Singing 
Vertios, 
with 
flags 
and 
banners, 
stationed 
themselves in their 
appointed places; the school children in 
while raiment gathered on the Albert 
Square near the station, and before 3 
o’ul ick—for the Germans can outstand any 
nation on the face of the earth—there was 
a solid phalanx of human beings on each 
side of the street from the station in Neu­ 
stadt to the castle in A ttstadt. 
Soon the 
windows were filled, then the tribunes 
and Etages, anil stiil it rained ; not a pour­ 
ing, driving rain, but a miserable drizzle, 
which made tho people lo. k wilted and 
crestfallen as they shrunk under their 
dripping umbrellas. Even then some hope­ 
ful sunny souls reiterated “ Kaiser weather 
>et; the Kaiser is always lucky !” 
And 
sure enough, at a quarter Lefoie 3 o’clock, 
just as the united peals of all the church 
hells in the city had announced the arrival 
of the train, the rain ceased and the mists 
began to roll away. 
Down went the um­ 
brellas and smiles spread over the faces of 
tho waiting throng. 


AT TH E STATION, 
Besides Saxon officers, nobility and other 
persons of authority, were assembled rep­ 
resentatives from 
Belgium, 
Denmark, 
France, Great Britain, Italy, Japan, Mex­ 
ico, Austria, Russia, Norway and SwedeD, 
Switzerland, Spain, Bavaria, W urtemberg, 
Baden and Mecklenburg. 
His Majesty 
King Albert of Saxony and his brother, 
Prrncs George, both in the uniform of the 
Prussian regiment, awaited his Majesty 
the Kaiser. 
Every eye was strained to 
catch a glimpse of the approaching royal 
train, wnich, as it neared, was greeted with 
a military ralnte and the Prussian national 
air. 
Thu Kaiser stepped frcm the salon 
wagon and embraced both King and Prince 
in the most hearty manner. Tnen followed 
a general greeting of the assembled an 1 
newly-arrived Princes, after which they all 
proceeded over the b.autifnl carpet, under 
the canopy, between flowers, garlands and 
flags, to the royal equipages. 
The pro­ 
cession was headed by a carriage contain­ 
ing tbe Captain of the District, Von E.n- 
siedel, and the President oí the Police, 
Schnansa, followed by the Service Equi'. 
page of the Master of the H one, Von 
Eurnstein ; directly before tne royalty rode 
a division uf tbe Oeneanna Corps, led by 


the Captain of Police Nehrhoff von Hol- 
derberg. 
The uproar of the throng was 
deafening as His Majesty Kaiser Wilhelm 
I. and His Majesty King Albert now 
stepped into the open half chaise, drawn 
by fonr richly-d( o ra te d horses. 
This 
royal eqnippage was followed by eleven 
two-horse carriages, which were occupied 
as follows :

Wilhelm of Prussia aud Prince George of 
Saxony, Grand Duke W ladimir of Russia 
and Duke Johann Albrecht rf Mecklec- 
burg-Sohwerin, the Princes Wilhelm (son 
of the Crown Prince) and Fiiedetich Carl 
of Prussia, Prince Albrecht of Prussia and 
Duke 
Ernst 
of Sachsen-Altenburg, the 
Grand Dnke of Sachsen-W eimar and the 
Crown Prince of Sachsen-Meiningon Hild-

Heinrich of 
Reuse 
and 
Schwarzburg 
Rudolstadt, 
Prince Iriederich August of Saxonv and 
his A djutant. Field Marshal Graf Moltke 
and General-Lieutenant von Albedill, Graf 
Libndorf and Prince ltadziw ill; finally, 
A djutants cf the Princes, General-Lieu­ 
tenant von Carlowitz and General-Lieuten­ 
ant von Funck. 


BEH IN D TH E EQUIPAGES 
Rode a section of the Gendarme corps, which 
closed the royal train. 
Handkerchiefs 
waved and cheers were heard from all 
sides as the procession moved onward to 
Albert Square, where from the united 
voices of 3, ¡>00 pupils and teachers echoed 
the song of welcome, “ So aei Gegrusst 
Viel Tau8endmal. ' 
Here, as the proces­ 
sion baited, a beautiful little girl stepped 
forward and handed a bouquet and a vel­ 
vet-bound copy of the greeting song to the 
Kaiser, 
llis Majesty received both with 
thanks and smiles of gratitude, while a tu ­ 
multuous shout burst from the crowd. 
The Ober'uurgermeister, Dr. Stubel, then 
delivered a short address opening as fol­ 
lows : 


A llerdurelilauchti^ster, Grossmachtigster Kaiser und 
K n k ! 
Allcrguadijrster Kaiser und H err ! 
And closing with the exultant Bhout, in 
which all the people joined, “ Hooh Lube 
se, M ajestat der Deutsche K aiser!” 
As 
this shout of jubilee arose, his Majesty the 
Kaiser turned to his Majesty King Albert 
and preised him warmly by the hand ; 
then addressing the Oberburgermeister the 
friendly Emperor thanked him kindly and 
the train moved on. 
Handkerchiefs flut­ 
tered thick as snowflakes, and no sooner 
had the shouts of welcome for the Kaiser 
subsided than they rose again at the sight 
of the highly esteemed Field Marshal Graf 
Moltke. 
Kaiser, King and Prince saluted 
the people cordially, right and left, till 
finally the train had crossed the bridge, 
passed under tbe trium phal arch and dis­ 
appeared in the court of the castle. 
In the evening the Royal Theater was 
resplendent ia festive array. 
The upper 
foyer and auditorium were most brilliantly 
illuminated. 
“ Das Goldene K reuz” had 
been ordered for the entertainment of the 
distinguished guests ; and soon after the 
opening of the opera the family of Prince 
George appeared in one of the royal boxes. 
The first rank now began to be fiiled with 
nobility, G rman and foreign officers, all 
glittering in badges and military uniforms. 
Towards S o’clock his Majesty, Kaiser W il­ 
helm, accotapa ied by the King and Queen 
of Ssxony, appeared ia the great royal 
box, followed 
by 
Frcderich 
Wilhelm, 
Crown Prince of Prussia. 
Oa the appear­ 
ance of the Emperor, 


TH E EN TIR E HOUSE AROSE 
And with a defeaning “ Noch,” accom­ 
panied by a crash from the orchestra, they 
greeted their much-loved King and Em­ 
peror. 
On Friday, 15th, a grand parade of 
the Royal Saxon Army Corps tock place at 
Riesa. 
Crowds waited round the station 
and castle to obtaiu a glimpse of the occu­ 
pants of the royal carriage as they drove 
to and from the depot. 
At 6 in the after­ 
noon a grand parade dinner, including all 
the representatives from foreign courts, 
was given at the castle. 
“ Die Versuch- 
erin ” was ordered at the theater for the 
evening’s entertainment. 
After the firat 
day it was utterly impossible to obtain a 
ticket for the theater, for any night during 
the stay of his Majesty. 
On Saturday, 
the 16'.b, the maneuvers of the army corps 
took place at Riesa. 
The court and for­ 
eign officers drove through solid phalanxes 
of people both lo and from the station, and 
loud and long were the cheers as the royal 
family or Graf Moltke rode by. 
At 5 
o’cleck the Princes and Generals Hined at 
the royal table, while the foreign officers, 
at the same hour, dined at the two princi­ 
pal hotels. 
The performance at the thea­ 
ter for this evening was short, and at 9 
o’clock all the military bands of Ssxony 
assembled at Theater Square, aud a grand 
concert was given. 
“ Den Konig Segnet 
G ott ” and other patriotic airs were distin­ 
guished by those fortunate enough to get 
within hearing of tho square. 


TH E ROYAL CATHOLIC CHURCH 
On this occasion presented a most ludi­ 
crous appearance. 
Built in rococo style, 
it is ornamented with numberless stitut's 
set in niches. 
These niches were now 
crowded with living, moving statues, who 
leaned upon and clung to ihu old stone 
apostles, priests and saints with a fervor 
not to be excelled by any religious devotee. 
Oa Sunday, the entire city was in commo­ 
tion, from early ilawn till close of day. At 
10 it was announced the Kaiser wonld be 
at the “ Sophien Kirche,” and although he 
was not there, the people were, all the 
same. 
A t 1 o’clock a grand exhibition and 
parade of soldiers took place at Neustadt. 
All this time preparations were going on 
in the “ Groesen Garten ” for the annual 
“ Albert Feat,” and at 1 o’clock or earlier 
the people began to fljek thither. 
A por­ 
tion of th3 park was reserved for these 
festivities and guarded, so that no one 
could enter save those provided with tick­ 
ets. 
Eighteen thousand, however, had 
tickets, and made that particular portion 
of the park one living mass of human be­ 
ings. 
Tho Albert Association, founded by 
Queen Carola of .Saxony, holds this jubilee 
once a year fcr the purpose of raising 
money for the invalids and indigents of 
Saxony. 
Being established by the Queen, 
the titled ¡-nd aristocratic, as well as the 
artists of the community, take a lively in­ 
terest in the affair. 
Tnat portion of tho 
“ Groasen G arten” which wa» reserved for 
the festivities of tbe day included the 
Ilietchel Museum—originally a summer 
residence built by Augustus the Strung— 
and the lake. 
, 
. 


AROUND T H E LAKE, 
W ith a wide thoroughfare between, were 
stationed fancy booths, presided over by 
pretty actresses and ladies of distinction, 
all iu attractive costumes. 
Here they sold 
flowers, lottery tickets, pfeffer kuchen anu 
every kind of beer known or unknowD. 
Up and down the lake glided Venetian gon- 
doii3, filied whk ladies in most wonderful 
costumes, and plied by gondoliers who 
might have been mistaken for rainbows in 
their many-hued garments. 
Bitween the 
museum and the lake stood the royal tent. 
This was ricbly decorated and surmounted 
by glittering crowns. One side commanded 
a view of the pictnretque lake and the 
other the front of the museum. 
On the 
opposite side of the museum tents were 
erected, in and around which red-capped 
solliers lounged, while their arms were 
sta.ked in front in the most camp-like atti­ 
tude. 
A large space at a little distance 
from tbe lake was devoted to the illust.a- 
tion cf pypsylife. 
Here over one hundred 
persons of all ages, with old bony horn *, 
tumble-down wagons and carta, bundles • f 
hay, jugs, rags, donkeys, tamborines, old 
stove3 and cooking utensils, exhioited all 
the different phases of Bohemian fife. Tais 
corner attracted crowds of people, before 
whom the gypsies sometimes danced madly 
to the tinkling of wild music, and of whom 
they sometimes begged with a fervor that 
would put a pauper to shame. 
This was 
called a true picture ; one feature, how­ 
ever, was quite overlooked—they did not 
tell fortunes. 
Not far from this scene a 
camp th tater was represented, which was 
said to have been the custom as late as the 
time of Napoleon III. 
Military bands 
were stationed in different parts of the 
park, who alternated with each other and 
lur.ashed classical music for the entire 
afternoon. 
But the crowning event of the 
occasion was 


TH E HOMAGE 9 F ART 
Beautifully illustrated by an association 
consisting of actors, painters, sculptors and 
musicians. 
No sooner had the Kaiser, 
King, Princes and officers assembled in 
the royal tent, than agayly-dreased herald 
adorned with the black eagle issued from 
tbe portal of the moseom and anaonnoed 
th at the ceremony would beg'n. 
Immedi­ 


ately the Fine Arts, in costumes of by-gone 
days, surrounded by pages, slowly de­ 
scended the outer staircase and approached 
the royal tent. 
Frau'ein Ulrich (tbe favor­ 
ite court actress), representing Poetry, 
then stepped before the Kaiser, and, in well- 
chosen words, declared the allegiance of 
her art. Her sister arts, bearing their sym­ 
bols, now approached with wreaths and 
garlands of korn blnmen and laurel, and 
laid them humbly at the feet of the Kaiser. 
These now grouped themselves aronnd the 
two decorated columns and platform s; 
the under portal of the museum opened, 
and oat stepped a procession of oddly- 
dressed men carrying long, broad lances, 
followed by a train of warriors and hun­ 
ters. 
All soon arranged themselves on 
both sides of the space between the mu­ 
seum aud 


TH E ROYAL TENT, 
Leaving ample room for the military band 
and knights in armor, who soon appeared. 
During all this time the windows of the 
museum had been filled with figures in the 
dress and colors of all times and ages; 
there were patricians, noblemen, senators, 
kings, queens, generals 
of the Thirty 
Years’ 
W ar, 
citizens, workmen, men, 
women and children. 
These now slowly 
descended the steps and arranged them­ 
selves in picturesque groups in the vicin­ 
ity of the royal tent. 
Ju st at this moment 
H err von Golz, representing Lucas Cranach 
the elder, stepped before the Princes, and in 
a short, neat speech expressed his homage, 
adding that the hand which held the pal- 
lette 
or 
chisel 
was 
also 
ready to 
wield 
the 
sword 
when 
enemies 
threatened the beloved Fatherland. 
This 
declaration 
of 
allegiance 
beiDg often 
interrupted by the applause of the audience, 
the knights clanked their weapons, and 
the epeaker was allowed to proceed to the 
end. 
After he had finished, and the up­ 
roar had subsided, a strain of soft melody 
tilled the air, and in the upper central 
niche of the museum appeared the white­ 
winged angel of Peace. 
His blessing on 
Kaiser, King, people and Und closed with 
“ Hail to the K aiser!” in which all the 
people joined with a loud voice. The angel 
then scattered flowers from his well-tilled 
horn of plenty and disappeared. 
This 
beautiful ceremony being ended, the assem­ 
bled Princes, together with the entire body 
of artis ,s, made a circuit of the lake, fol- 
l“wed Ly one long-continued round of ap­ 
plause. 
The royal guests then departed, 
and the vast concourse of people amused 
themselves ad libitum. 


TH E FIELD MANEUVERS. 
Oj the 18th the field maneuvers were 
continued at Riesa, to which people Socked 
by thousands. Here a magnificent Turkish 
tent, taken in battle, was removed from 
the Historical Museum, and set up in the 
field for the use of tho royal guests. 
In 
the evening a grand illumination took 
place ; both banks of the Elbe twinkled 
with white lights, while all the ships were 
resplendent 
with 
Bengal 
decorationo; 
bright raj s streamed from house, hotel and 
cafe. 
The theater closed at 9, and as all 
the church bells rang in unison the lighta 
on the right bank of the Elbe changed to 
brilliant red, aud on the left to dazzling 
green, while the sky fairly blazad with fire­ 
works. 
Military bands, singmg vereins, 
young men and old men provided with red 
and white lamps, fifteen thousand in all, 
assembled on the theater square. 
After 
a 
few 
selections 
were 
given 
by 
the 
bands 
a 
procession 
formed, 
which 
marched 
to 
the 
A ltm arkt 
Square. 
litro 
the 
military 
bands 
played the “ Wsch am Rhein,” and peo­ 
ple joined with heart and voice in their 
favorite song. 
The “ Lampion Zug ” then 
dispersed aud the people retired. 
Oa the 
19th maneuvers were continued at Riese. 
Iu the evening a grand concert was given 
ia the castle court. 
On Wednesday his 
Majesty Kaiser W ilhelm I., Princes and 
officers took 
their departure. 
Daring 
these days of 
festivity 
the 
“ Kaiser 
w etter” continued ; and notwithstanding 
the crowds which thronged the streets, 
the utm ost good order prevailed. 
The 
police were here, there and everywhere, 
and their efficiency was a never-ending 
subject of discussion and admiration among 
the strangers. 
The city has now resumed 
the even tenor of its way, and the clouds 
dispense their favors as usual.

The San Francisco Carnival—What It Is 
—What It Is For—The Worry 
' of the Workeis In It.

S a n F r a n c is c o , October 18, 1882. 
Sitting up to see the comet and forget­ 
ting to look at it, or setting an alarm-clock 
for half-past 4, and imprecating all comets 
and your folly when the trusty mechanism 
inexorably whizzed its matutinal song, 
were common experiences last week. 
Still 
everyone bsw the comet once, and it is 
unanimously conceded that it makeB a fine 
appearance.

So all San Francisco, having by tacit con­ 
sent fallen into a good-natured interest in 
a coming show called the A uthors’ Car­ 
nival, would be somewhat perplexed to 
answer all in a moment the question “ Ju st 
what is this Author’s Carnival ? ’ 
Many 
cities produce public-spirited men who en­ 
dow charitable institutions, maDy citie3 
give charity balls, whence we derive that 
asylums, shelters, homes and hospitals, not 
under the care of the State, need a large 
sum of money annually to keep them out 
of debt and able to continue to ben-lit the 
needy in an extended sphere of usefulness, 
A fair has been the thing resorted to time 
out of mind to provide this ready money, 
and an Authors’ Carnival is a fair on a 
magnificent 
scale. 
There 
are 
a 
few 
so • called 
rich 
charities 
which 
of 
course 
were not 
asked 
to 
join the 
Carnival Association, but at last, by cor­ 
respondence, 
or, 
more effectually, by 
“ talking it up” among the Directors, six 
of the more needy institutions were brought 
by a common aim to join themselves in a 
corporation known as the Authors’ Carni­ 
val Association, having for its object to 
give an entertainm ent consisting of series 
of tableaux and scenes from different au­ 
thors, or picturesque characteristics of 
nations and races, the net proceeds of 
which entertainment were to be divided 
equally among the charities forming the 
association. 
Two persons were chosen 
from each charity to form an executive 
board and officers were elected. 
Tue ex­ 
ecutive board is 


COMPOSED OF LADIES, 
The President and Treasurer are necessa­ 
rily gentlemen. 
It was decided at once 
th at each charity should have four booths, 
and the two ladies representing each char­ 
ity instantly sought those of their ac­ 
quaintances whom they knew by experi­ 
ence or hearsay to be possessed of literary 
or dramatic ability, and implored them to 
think of some author cr artist, musical 
composer or traveler whose creations or re­ 
corded observations ccnld be realized by 
painted flats and fair women aud brave 
men in poses of grace. 
The talents of 
these clever persons being enlisted, their 
names were enrolled 
as the “ General 
Board 
of 
Managers ;” 
they 
in 
turn 
procured 
the 
assistance 
of 
still more practical directors, whose names 
again figured as “ Booth Managers.” 
The 
next im portant move was to obtain a 
guarantee fund for paying labor. 
A great 
stage has to be built and nearly twenty- 
four smaller ones in the booths, scenery 
must be painted, a general stage director 
and property man engaged at once, and all 
these operatives must be paid at the eud of 
every week. 
The 
guarantee 
fund is 
nothing moro nor less tban subscriptions in 
money from rich and generous men. 
Sub­ 
scription books were put into the hands of 
the people willing to solicit donations for 
charity’s sake, the collected sums are paid 
into the Association’s treasury, acd the 
Carnival is started on a paying basis, and 
the fond foolish hearts of the mechanics 
are soothed to rest. 
They know they will 
be paid. 
To the task of finding partici­ 
pants, as they are called—the dramatis 
peraontr of the Ca’-niva]—Executive Com­ 
mittee, General Board and 15 >oth Mana­ 
gers bent every nerve. 
This year it 
proved exceedingly difficult to find tho 
proper cumber of proper people to take 
part in the booths. 
One booth made it­ 
self direly unpopular at the outset by dis­ 
missing a good-natured applicant with the 
remark that there were only places for

Be it understood that all participants go 
into the Carnival for glory ; the loDgest 
dark eyes íd ths world wonld not place 
their owner in the Turkish booth, nor the 
lowest forehead and most pointed chin se­ 
cure their possessor the entre of the Egypt­ 
ian booth, if she expected remuneration for 
her services. 
The unhappy booth man­ 
agers, when they come to cast characters, 
muBt apply to their friendsand their friends’ 
friends, and then trust to the wandering 
stars whom vanity, ennui or curiositj' 
prompt to file participants’ applications 
with the Executive Committee. 
Remuner­ 
ative booths, as they are called, received a 
great deal of attention this year. 
Ice­ 
cream and candy find ready sale among a 
crowd of pleasure seekers, and each chanty 
was allowed to make one out of the four a 
booth where refreshments might be sold. 
The Kenilworth Castle itself is in reality a 
supper table in a baronial hall, where Lei­ 
cester will give you sandwiches and Amy 
Robsart beg yon to take some more salad. 
The disentangling of expenses to be borne 
by the Association at large, from extra ex­ 
penses to be borne by tbe charities who 
chose to be extravagant in scenic display, 
was settled by a resolution that tne Carni­ 
val Association should erect the walls and 
scenes of the booths, and 


PAY FOR GOODIES 
And breakages in the restaurant depart­ 
ment out of the common treasury, but 
each charity should bear the expenses of 
fitting up the booths, of any epecial scenic 
tffects that might be ordered and of cos­ 
tuming participants where tbe latter were 
unable to provide goslumes and were too 
fair to be spared. The money made by the 
sale of eatables is also turned into the com­ 
mon treasury of the Association. 
Each 
booth in preparing a programme of exer­ 
cises is required to contribute some tableau 
to tbe grand stage—erected entirely across 
one end of the Pavilion—each of the six 
societies being allowed possession of the 
grand stage two evenings—not consecu­ 
tive — in the twelve of the Carnival. 
Tne Executive Committee of course con­ 
ducts the business part of 
the whole 
affair, selecta the place where the Carnival 
shall take place, makes the leaae, elects a 
business manager, considers bids from ap- 


?licants for labor, for mnsic, for printing, 
’he characteristics in the Executive Com­ 
mittee are so marked that, after attending 
two meetings of the committee, given the 
representative who starts a movement and 
you can tell to a dead certainty which way 
every member will jump. 
The twelve di­ 
vide off into these elements : Combative, 
acquisitive, indolent, conscientious, indif­ 
ferent, apprehensive. 
Mr. M artin J. Burke 
presides over this menagerie of dispositions 
with a tact and judgment nothing short of 
inspired. 
It is worth watchiDg when he 
comes in with two or three necessary meas­ 
ures in his mind which he means to carry 
through. He usually has a statem ent made 
by some one else, and then says, “ Ladies, 
you hear what has been said ; now what ac­ 
tion will you take ? ” 
There is 


A STORM OF OPPOSITION. 
Three minutes recess is given, the meeting 
is called to order, a majority votes “ a y e” 
on tha debated measure. How does he do it? 
On poor Mr. Gilmore, the manager, the 
Coroner’s verdict on the 5th of November 
will be : 
“ By the visitation of Carnival 
Committees,' and all San Francisco will 
understand and drop a sympathizing tear. 
Out in the wicked world the weak are 
promptly crushed 
and the superfluous 
elbowed out of the way ; but in the Pa­ 
vilion the twelve of the Executive Com­ 
mittee and the fifty of the General Board 
and the twenty-four special booth man­ 
agers, ail have equal rights, none are weak, 
none superfluous, and what man shall aibi- 
trate when ladies disagree ?

at the Pavilion ; 


TH E W ORK IS TOO HARD FOR THAT, 
The duties of the Finance, Ticket and 
Booth Committees ; the printing and adver­ 
tising that must be done, and not over­ 
done ; the ordering of the scene-painters, 
who must be both directed and conciliated ; 
the necessary begging for donations, and 
reduced rates for sugar, gas, electric lights, 
cottou cloth, carriages, and, above all, en­ 
gaging, costuming ard posing the tw enty, 
four times thirty j-oung men and women 
who expect to rejoice the eyes of their 
more immediate circle by a distinguished 
appearance as the Ghost of the heroine of 
the “ Mistletoe Bough,” or a Gothic Graf. 
All this, even with much division of labor 
and responsibility, and after two similar 
experiences, makes an Authors’ Carnival 
an intricate and fatiguing undertaking, and 
only the strcng excitement which naturally 
arises from the massing together of numbers 
of people would give the women nerve 
enough to carry it successfully to its end. 
But the end is worth while ; it gives any 
number 
of 
hard-worked, 
imagination- 
starved people twelve nights of gaslight 
aud glitter, acd one or two well-arranged 
representations of the celebrated scene3 
and paintings of the world. 
Those to 
whom there things are new may perhaps 
he stimulated to inquire into them and find 
out the work of tbe beantj -seeking part of 
the world, and those who always loved 
will love the more.

night ! 
A Emoking room, however, has 
been promised, and a row of electric fights 
for the outside of the building, and if good- 
natured help from the whole city and hard 
work by the Association amount to any. 
thing, the Authors’ Carnival should be very 
gay, and well worth going to see.

The m ast prom inent of modern 
Russian novelists. 
His principal works, translations

1 Russian Life in th e Interior,” (M cm oiresd'un Seig- 
n cu r fítíísr-), '‘ l ' i i hers and S »ns," considered his 
m asterpiece: it presents a photograph of the char­ 
acteristics of old and new Russian so ciety ; 11Lisa," 
“ Smoke," etc. 
The first tw o works contained such 
powerful sketches of serfdom th at the present Em­ 
peror Alexander declared them to be “ one of the 
first incitem en's to the decree which reave freedom 
to thirty m illions of serf-.” Tire novelist visited

SOME GREENROOM GOSSIP. 


Brown University has a freshman clas3 
of about ninety members. 
The number of children studying Ger­ 
man in the St. Lonis public schools is in­ 
creasing. 
Ail hazing has been stepped this term at 
Union College. 
The attendance is as large 
as usual. ' 
There are now in South Carolina 3,057 
free echoo's, instructing 61,339 white and 
72,119 colored children. 
There is a movement in Cleveland for 
the establishment of an institution to be 
called the “ W estern Reserve School of 
Design for W omen.” 
The large college in Persia which was 
completed last year with Government aid 
has begun its work, and is now instructing 
Persian youths of the higher classes. The 
professors aro graduates of European uni­ 
versities. 
There are abont 2,000 students in the 
special art classes of the evening schools of 
Paris, and there are an equal number in 
the commercial 
classes. 
The 
cooking 
classes in the school of domestic economy 
for girls consist of only 55 pupils 
Johns Hopkins University has opened 
with a larger attendance than usual. 
The 
library has received many additions, nr.d it 
is expected that the new laboratory build­ 
ing will be ready for occupation at the be­ 
ginning of the second half. 
The country schools of Maine are not, as 
a rule, open more than three or fouTYnouths 
in the year. 
Some of the districts are de­ 
ficient in pupils. 
In ono county there are 
districts where the average attendance at 
school was only five echclats. 
Thera is a 
district near Augusta where forty years 
asm the average attendance w as 50 ; now it 
is bnt 10. 
The attendance of colored children in 
tho public schools of Udumbus, Ohio, has 
been largely increased this term—a fact 
which is said to be due to tho abolition of 
separate schools. In that city as elsewhere 
there is a demand for a more practical and 
less crowded and artificial system. 
“ The 
public,” eays the Ohio State Journal, “ is 
rapidly reaching the conclusion th at the 
common school should be so condncted as 
to teach such elementary studies as are 
absolutely necessary to everybody in the 
practical everyday affairs of life, and to 
teach them so thoroughly and well that 
they will constitute the basis for any edu­ 
cation that may be needed or acquired in 
after life." 
“ Few teachers,” says Secretary Dickin­ 
son, of the Massachusetts Board of Educa­ 
tion, “ realize the marvelous capacity of 
the child to create exalted objects. 
He 
may be tanght to hato deformity and to 
love beautiful objects, uutil he shall turn 
from all that is demoralizing; and if the 
mind harbors only pure thoughts, the life 
will be sweet aud true. Some imaginations 
are more vivid than others, and gross ex­ 
aggeration shonld not be cultivated, bnt 
the ideal element is often lacking alto­ 
gether. 
The picture which a child draws 
upon his slate will indicate the play of his 
imagination, and will suggest tho cultnre 
most needed. 
His taste for the beautiful 
should be cultivated, and he shonld be 
taught, discreetly, to use figurative lan­ 
guage.”

W hen tho people of California agreed to 
revise the Constitution they wero per­ 
suaded to this step mainly by the consid* 
eration that they wonld in so doitig put an 
end to the railroad question. 
W hen the 
Convention met, however, it was found 
that it contained a majority of stupid and 
obstinate fanatics, who, under pretense 
of settling the railroad question finally, in­ 
sistid upon regulative measures bo UDjustin 
principle, so discriminating, and so vicious 
in their arrangements, that the only pur­ 
pose they could eerve was to make the 
whole question more intimately connected 
with politics than ever. 
In fact the Con- 
stitutioual Convention did more mischief 
in this regard than all the preceding legis­ 
lation, and instead of settling the railroad 
question it unsettled it more than ever. 
Yet 
the 
lUilroad 
Commission 
was 
avowedly intended to take the question 
out of politice. 
Certainly the conception 
was a brilliant one. 
Three Commissioners 
were to be elected by districts, and it was 
so ordered that nobody could become a 
candidate for these offices without being or 
pretending to be a positive enemy of the 
corporations. 
In this 
way the rankest 
demagogism was fastened upon the tribunal, 
and it 
was rendered 
almost 
impossi­ 
ble for it to be a dignified, impartial, trust­ 
worthy body. 
From the beginning, how­ 
ever, the men who 
had 
shaped 
the 
machinery set themselves to make it a 
failure. 
They 
demanded 
that 
the 
enormous 
powers 
vested 
in 
the 
Commission should be at once exerted 
without the least inquiry. 
They insisted 
that the Commission should immediately 
proceed to confiscate the property of the 
railroads. 
And because it felt the neces­ 
sity of cautious procedure, aud of fuller 
information prior to action, they began to 
denounce it as having sold out to the cor­ 
porations. 
And this is inseparable from the character 
of the machinery adopted. 
It is impossi­ 
ble to obtaiu rational government in a case 
where an irresponsible clement is allowed 
to constitute itself at once judge, jury aud 
witnesses. 
There never has been any 
demonstration of 
the 
reckless 
charges 
levied against the railroads. 
There never 
has been any confirmation of those charges 
which a Court could accept as proof. 
Yet 
it is upon the strength of these newspaper 
statem ents alone that the Railroad Com­ 
mission has been required to proceed. 
Nothing could be looser or more opposed 
to every principle of justice than this 
whole procedure. 
Under the pretext of 
constitutional forms, an irresponsible and 
utterly unscrupulous gang of knaves has 
been allowed to demand the confiscation of 
railroad property upon the strength of the 
most impudent falsehoods. 
Evidence and 
all the guarantees and protections of evi­ 
dence have been brutally thrust aside. 
Venal newspapers have assumed to over­ 
ride the Courts, and marshalling an ignor­ 
ant mob-opinion have called this fraudulent 
exhibition the voice of the people, and 
have required that it should be respected 
as such. 
From first to last, throughout 
the storm of abuse and misrepresentation 
and demagogism and cant aud rant that has 
swept over the State, actual proofs, actual 
facts, will he sought in vain, and nothing 
will be found to justify all the clamor but 
unsupported, unverified assertions, for the 
most part emanating from journals known 
to be venal, and from men known to be 
unprincipled. 


Observe, moreover, that the Railroad 
Commission is supposed, theoretically, to 
represent the will, judgment, sense, jus­ 
tice, equity, of the people of California. 
Now it is perfectly clear that it must be 
the duty of such a tribunal to investigate, 
to act cautiously, to hold the balance 
evenly, to avoid even the appearance of 
unfairness. But from the first this tribunal 
has bcem bullied, dictated to, threatened, 
abused, and treated in fact precisely as the 
Parisian mob treated the Convention dur­ 
ing the Reign of Terror. 
It has never 
been permitted to act judicially. 
It has 
been coolly told that inquiry was unneces­ 
sary. 
The impudent varlets who play the 
part of popular attorneys have undertaken 
to lay down the law for the guidance of the 
Commission. 
Journals whose columns are 
notoriously for sale have arrogated the 
right to put aside the constitutional machin­ 
ery, and decree the confiscation of railroad 
property by the million. 
The question 
whether railroads should be allowed to 
earn this 
or that percentage has 
been 
discussed with Arctic coolness by Bohem­ 
ians for whom the word “ property ” haB 
but a shadowy meaning. 
These persons 
have voted away the possessions of their 
fellows with great unction, and 
at the 
same time they have done their best to 
cultivate in the popular mind a belief that 
the ownership of property is somehow a 
wrong to the community, and that who­ 
ever 
has 
wealth is fair game for the 
spoiler. 


Thus the original purposes of the Rail­ 
road Commission haB been frustrated, and 
the tribunal has been 
altogether 
dis­ 
credited. 
The 
same 
sinister 
agencies 
which did this have further contrived to 
render it certain that the scramble for 
these offices hereafter will be a mere con­ 
test of demagogism. 
Nothing more dis­ 
graceful than the tricks employed by Foote 
and Dcyle, for instance, has ever been per- 
petratcd by office-seekers. 
The former is 
the most shameless and dishonest dema­ 
gogue, according to hiB own showing, who 
h is ever appeared on the political stage of 
California. 
The latter is self-convicted of 
the most hopeless contradictions and incon­ 
sistencies, and has evidently repudiated 
all his original beliefs because he wants an 
office. 
Now it is clear that when men are 
willing thus to play the knave in order to 
get office, they are sure to play the knave 
still more if they do get it. 
Demagogues 
are always corrupt. 
Whoever will lie and 
cog to gain votes will also sell himself to 
the highest bidder. 
It follows from all 
this that the mischievous gang which has 
been forcing the railroad into politics all 
these years has now made it almost impos­ 
sible to secure a trustworthy Railroad Com­ 
mission ; has in fact so managed that, 
demagogism must every year be more and 
more the principal agency in filling these 
offices. 
The fame evil agencies are responsible 
for all the futile m alignity which will have 
to be lopped away from the State Consti­ 
tution as dead matter. 
The scheme of 
railroad taxation is one of those pieces of 
futile malignity. 
It was a deliberate at­ 
tempt at confiscation. 
It has been de­ 
clared invalid, and we have no doubt that 
the decision will stand. 
The Railroad 
Commission is open to similar objections. 
If it is brought before the Feeleral Courts 
it too will be declared an unlawful tribu­ 
nal. 
Thus for these many yeare have a 
gang of knaves been misleading the people 
of California, ami have now brought them 
into a worse entanglement than ever. Had 
the railroads been treated with justice by 
the Constitutional Convention, there would 
have been no dispute about their taxes. 
Had the Railroad Commission been re. 
j itricted to reasonable powers, and then 


allowed to proceed regularly and system at­ 
ically, as good results as the Massachu­ 
setts Commission obtained would undoubt­ 
edly have followed. 
But every rational, 
sober and equitable measure and proposi­ 
tion has been thwarted by the malignant 
fools who have raised the anti-railroad 
clamor, and the outcome is that the whole 
cumbrous fabric of regulation is tottering 
to its fall, and that the political energy of 
ten years is about to be thrown away. 
The 
whole work w ill have to be done over 
again, aud this because it teas not begun 
in honesty and justice.

INDICATE. 


A very startling and shocking tragedy 
has occurred at Knoxville, Tenn., result­ 
ing in the violent and sudden death of 
three prominent citizens. 
It is not neces­ 
sary to rehearse the feud between the Ms- 
breys. O’Connor and others, which led to 
the triple murder, though it is in order to 
remark that the Mabreys vrere approved 
assassins of the regular Southern type, 
having very recently been acquitted (of 
course by a Southern jury ) of the cold­ 
blooded murder of two other men. 
Their 
taking-off, therefore, is in no sense a thing 
to be regretted, and, indeed, it would be 
well for the South if all of their kind 
could be hunted down and killed like rats 
in a trap. But it is quite useless for South­ 
erners to insist upon the civilization of 
their people so lin g as the custom of blood- 
feuds is maintained. 
For that custom is 
so essentially barbarous as to compel one 
to go to the Indians for its parallel. 
W e 
may find the custom nourishing in the Ital­ 
ian Republics and petty principalities of 
the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries. The 
Italians, however, were wiser in their gen­ 
eration than the Southerners. 
They em­ 
ployed bravos or professional assassins, 
who, "for a consideration,” would put 
anybody out of the way in a neat and 
workmanlike manner. 
So common was 
this practice that there was a regular 
dumping 
place 
for 
the 
corpses 
on 
the 
banks 
of 
the 
Tiber, 
at 
Rome. 
And 
when 
Cwsar 
Borgia 
caused 
his 
brother 
to 
be 
murdered, a fisherman 
who had seen the body flung into the 
river, 
on being asked why he had not 
notified the authorities, replied that he 
had seen a hundred corpses thrown into 
the river from that place, and he had too 
much regard for his own throat to say 
anything. 
A t the South, however, those 
who are at feud think it necessary to do 
their own fighting, and as they are prone 
to use shotguns loaded with buckshot it 
does not take long to exterminate a family. 
But this is very barbarous and savage 
work. 
It is traceable to two thoroughly un­ 
civilized traits : viz., an exaggerated no­ 
tion of personal honor ; and insufficient re­ 
gard for human 
life. 
As 
civilization 
progresses, the self-conceit which is really 
the explanation of what is called “ a punc- 
“ tilious sense of honor,” is cleared away. 
Men learu, as their intellectual faculties ex­ 
pand, and as their knowledge increases, 
that the individual must depend for re­ 
spect and esteem upon conduct, and not 
upon his own fanciful idea of his own im­ 
portance. 
The respect for human life also 
rises 
with civilization. 
Men come to 
peiceive that there are very few offenses 
which can merit death, and that when these 
offenses are committed the law, and not the 
individual, must be trusted to exact the 
penalty. 
But at 
the 
South 
we 
see 
that 
even 
the 
prominent 
men, 
the 
better 
educated 
men, 
still 
act 
as 
though 
they 
possessed 
no 
govern­ 
ment ; still disgrace their communities by 
brutal and bloody street fights; still cher­ 
ish their savage feuds, as though they were 
wild Indians. And the Southern press does 
not characterize these shameful practices 
as they deserve. 
It is obliged to soften 
down the horrors of these tragedies ; to 
put out of sight the dreadful affliction en­ 
tailed upon wives 
and 
daughters and 
mothers and sisters 
by the detestable 
“ co d e;” to speak of brutalities which 
would disgrace a tribe of Apaches as though 
they were the fit and proper acta of Chris­ 
tian gentlemen ; to euphemize murders as 
“ affrays;” 
to call assassinations “ en­ 
counters 
to back up, excuse, condone, 
defend, justify, palliate, the most abomina­ 
ble and deplorable outrages and crimes that 
have ever prevented the progress of a com­ 
munity or given it a bad name all over the 
civilized world. 
It is in vain that these 
explanations are offered, however. 
The 
innate and controlling barbarism even of 
the so called best society of the South is 
demonstrated beyond all controversy by 
these horrible deeds and the customs which 
lead to them. 


UTILITY 
OF 
THE 
SIGNAL 
SEE VICE. 


“ It is estim ated,” says a contemporary 
at the East, “ at the Signal Office that at 
“ least $13,000,000 of property and many 
“ persons remained safely in harbor on ac- 
“ count of the warnings given by the Sig- 
“ nal Office before the cyclone of last 
“ month, and that the saving in this one 
“ instance pays the expenses of the Signal 
“ Service for at least ten years.” 
Tnis is a 
statement which commends itself to thote 
extremely practical people who have bee n 
so long in finding out the usefulness of the 
Signal Service, and who for several years 
maintained that this Service was a mere 
waste of time and money. 
The truth 
is that the 
efficiency of 
the 
Service 
has 
increased 
very greatly, and 
that 
it is all the time acquiring greater facility 
and certainty in its forecasts. 
If all its 
warnings were attended to, moreover, there 
can he co doubt that it would have been 
very much more beneficial than it has 
been ; but unfortunately there remain a 
great number of fools who think it safe to 
pay no attention to Signal Service reports, 
and some of these fools are continually be­ 
ing sacrificed to their own folly.

Judging from the annual report of the 
Commissioner of the General Lind Office, 
all the laborious efforts, or apparent efforts, 
of Cougress to prevent the perpetration of 
land frauds, have proved ineffective. 
Ac­ 
cording to Judge McFarland the stealing 
of public land continues to give occupa­ 
tion and wealth to a large number of en­ 
terprising and unscrupulous persons. 
All 
tho old tricks seem still to be played, to­ 
gether with some new ones. 
W e do not 
indeed hear so much of soldiers’ bounty 
warrants, Sionx scrip, lieu lands, and so 
forth, 
hut homes tend and 
preemption 
entry appears to afford all the opportuni­ 
ties needed by one considerable class of 
land thieves. 
Minnesota timber and Cali­ 
fornia grazing lands seem to have rff.-rcd 
specially inviting fields for this kind of 
adventure. 
In California a peculiarly au­ 
dacious plan has been pursued. 
The land 
thieves have simply fenced in the tracts 
they wanttd, without troubling themselves 
to procure any kind of a title to it. 
In 
some instances they have actually driven 
off previous settlers, who, if they knew 
their rights, should have held their land 
at the point of their rifles. 
The presump­ 
tion, however, is that the very impudence 
c l such action convinces the duoe-J settlers 


that the thieves must possess strong titles. 
There is no question that this particular 
kind of fraud has been encouraged b y Con­ 
gressional legislation and decisions of the 
Interior Department, to the effect that 
fenced land shall bo regarded a3 legiti­ 
mately acquired land until the contrary is 
shown. 
It is, however, quite evident from 
Judge 
McFarland’s 
report 
that land- 
stealiDg has not been put down by Con­ 
gress, but that it is still being carried on 
with a boldness and determination which 
m sy be expected to last as long as there is 
any land left to steal. 
For it is to be 
feared that Congress will never succeed in 
passing land laws which will put a stop to 
these frauds. 


COMMISSIONER ARMSTRONG’S 
REPORT. 


Commissioner Armstrong is reported a3 
saying that “ his recent visit to the Pacific 
“ coast left him in doubt as to the best 
“ method of dealing with the railroad 
“ problem. 
He thicks that many of the 
“ complaints against the Central Pacific 
“ Railroad are unfounded, and that a na- 
“ tional Commission conld afford but very 
“ little relief. Ho thinks that there should 
“ be more information obtained before any 
“ Congressional legislation on the subject 
“ is attem pted.” 
To all who are candid 
and intelligent enough to reason it must 
appear singular that whenever men are 
appointed to examine the railroad question 
officially, and thus become responsible, 
they are led to take conservative views. 
Of course the anti-railroad 
malignante 
have a ready explanation for this. 
They 
assert that every man who presumes to 
differ from them has been bought by the 
railroads. 
That is an easy mode of eva­ 
sion, but it will not satisfy thinking men. 
W hen a man who, like Charles Francis 
Adams, is above the suspicion of venality, 
comes to examine the railroad question, 
and coincides in such views a3 those of 
Commissioner Armstrong, it is necessary 
to find some more plausible explanation. 
And 
it 
is 
significant 
that 
whenever 
the lailroad question has been seriously 
and impartially studied, the conclusions 
reached have been as far as the poles are 
apart from tho assertions of the anti-rail­ 
road howlers. 
The fact is that the anti-railroad agita­ 
tion is really a means of preventing the 
proper adjustment of the question. 
If 
there are abuses iu the railroad system 
they cannot be remedied by any such 
agency. 
In dealing with corporate prop­ 
erty it is necessary to begin by realizing 
that when individuals combine for business 
purposes they do not forfeit any of their 
rights as citizens ; that the property rights 
of companies are as sacred as those of units ; 
that 
it 
is 
impossible 
to 
discriminate 
against them legally ; that if charges are 
to be brought against them they must be 
preferred aud supported properly; and 
that reckle3s abuse and misrepresentation, 
kept np by irresponsible and anonymous 
parties, cannot he made the basis of legis­ 
lation. 
In this State we arc only repeat­ 
ing the crude blunders of Illinois and W is­ 
consin and Iowa. 
Ten years agn they 
went through the experience wc arc hav­ 
ing now, aud since then 
they have been 
kept busy 
undoing the stupid and mis­ 
chievous work of their anti-railroaei mania. 
No substantial results can ever ccme from 
the half-crazy attacks 
now being made 
upon the railroads. 
Tney are not justified 
by any existing state of facts. 
They are 
merely theatrical 
properties 
which are 
being employed in the interest of two sets 
of office-seeking demagogues. 
There is no 
regard for the public welfare at the hack 
of them. 
There is neither intelligent com 
prehension of the railroad problem nor a 
desire to obtain the truth behind them. 
W hen responsible men arc sent to exam­ 
ine the situation they are compelled to re­ 
port as Commissioner Armstrong does, 
namely, to the effect that the charges 
against the railroad are ’for the most part 
unfounded, and that none of the proposed 
remedial measures are capable of doing any 
good. 
W e believe the people of California 
have already recognized the utter fr&udu* 
lence of the present anti-railroad how), 
and that if it were passible they would by 
their votes set the seal of condemnation 
upon it. 
They no doubt understand that 
before any good can be effected there must 
be a complete change of tactics ; that dem­ 
agogism must be repudiated; that the 
railroad problem must be approached in a 
spirit of equity ; that when charges are 
made, full proof of them must be insisted 
upon ; that ignorant and malicious persons 
must not be permitted to formulate legisla­ 
tion hostile to great and important inter­ 
ests. 
It is very certain that, as Commis­ 
sioner Armstrong observes, there should 
be more information before any CoDgreBs- 
ional legislation on the subject is attempted, 
and it is equally certain that the informa­ 
tion must be derived from other and far 
different Eources than the anti-railroad 
press. 
But if the ’people really desire to 
have this problem solved they will be com­ 
pelled to insist upon a rational, temperate 
and unprejudiced course of procedure, and 
they must not allow demagogues to elevate 
themselves into power at the expense of 
corporate interests, or by fostering a dan­ 
gerous communistic sentiment.

The announcement 
that a jury has 
awarded 
Marie 
Prescott, 
the actress, 
§12,500 in a libel snit brought by her 
against the American N ew s Company, will 
be a surprise to all who have followed the 
reports of the trial in the N ew York 
journals. 
For the evidence adduced in 
Court was unquestionably such a3 to make 
it certain that the plaintiff had been a 
woman of the loosest morals, and that she 
had in fact been the mistress of several 
men. 
This evidence was largely docu­ 
mentary, and a good deal of it consisted of 
letteis written by the plaintiff to different 
men. 
L'pon what theory tbe jury pro- 
ceetled in finding a verdict for her with 
heaey damages, we are at a los3 to con­ 
ceive. 
In fact it looks as though they had 
simply defied the law and the facte, and 
given her damages because she was a pretty 
woman. 
Assuredly it is not possible for 
anyone who has read the letters which 
were produced in Court to retain any belief 
in the practicability of libeling her as re­ 
gards her moral character.

is not better rewarded and justified iu the 
long run. 


THE 
DUTY 
OS 
BOOKS. 


The San Francisco 
Bulletin recently 
stated, in discussing the duty on books, 
that foreign scientific works are imported 
free. 
This is a mistake. 
Public libraries, 
colleges, and some other corporate institu­ 
tions, are allowed to import bookB free, bat 
the general public have no such privileges, 
either as regards scientific works or any 
other, save and except books which were 
printed more than tw enty yeara ago. 
The 
official statement, according to the last 
edition of the " I’oa'al Laws and Regula- 
“ tion8,” is that "n o books are absolutely 
“ exempt from customs duties except those 
“ printed and manufactured more than 
“ twenty years.’’ 
It is said that when the 
duty amounts to less than §1 it is the 
practice to remit it. 
W e have had no ex­ 
perience of this, but we do know that 
books are sometimes imported by mail, and 
pass through the Postotfice without raising 
any question of duty. 
Very few’ books 
arc, however, imported in this W’ay, and 
therefore it does not pay to make any spe­ 
cial arrangements concerning them. 
In 
the fiscal year 18S0 SI the duties collected 
oa books amounted to §594,240, and books 
valued at $373,*250 entered duty free. 
It 
is a safe assertion that the six hundred 
thousand dollars wrung from the importer) 
of foreign books fell principally upon poor 
scholars, and that the impost did not in 
any appreciable degree benefit American 
pnhlisheis. 
The truth is that the tax 
on books is an obsolete piece of barbarism, 
of which any other nation in the civilized 
world would be heartily ashamed ; and if 
Congress was a cultured body it would not 
tolerate the imposition another month. As 
it is, it may r.quire ten or twenty years of 
constant hammering to get this wroag re­ 
dressed. 


BRADLAUGH 
AND 
ARABI. 


The statem it that Bra:laugh is to de­ 
fend Arabi re..i!y sounds like a joke. 
Whoever ur. Lrtakes t.iat duty ought to be 
thoroughly fa n lia r w •,.i Arabic, and with 
Egyptian laws and cu Rams and modes of 
thought. 
Mr. Bradlaugh probably under­ 
stands no oth-.r language th -a his own, and 
he has but an imperfect a ¡ laintance with 
that even. 
N -r can it he supposed that he 
pussesseses any familiarity with Oriental 
laws and customs. 
Probably he knows no 
more about these things than the average 
¡ E oglishinan can derive from his newspaper. 
For what reason Mr. Bradlaugh desires to 
undertake the defense o f Arabi is also a 
mystery. 
Docs he 
imagine 
that 
the 
Egyptian rebel is a champion of freedom 
who has not had fair play ? 
If that is his 
theory it will be rudely destroyed before 
he has gone far w i. n his case. 
W e must 
confess, however, that we have never felt 
so much sympathy for Arabi as when we 
saw it stated that Bradlaugh was to defend 
him. 
He may have merited death, but we 
had supposed that e v e n iu Egypt the 
torture was abolished. 


It appears probable that there will be a 
good deal of trouble over the Lind League 
fund, now that the American subscription 
list has been closed.

The Sultan appears to be afraid that he 
has lost Egypt, because the English have 
intimated their intention to occupy the 
country until they get ready to leave it. 
W hy the Sultan should “ take on” so about 
his mythical sovereignty over Egypt it is 
difficult to understand. 
It is very certain 
that he has had no control over the country 
since Ismail’s time, and it is equally cer­ 
tain that his predecessors showed them­ 
selves perfectly willing to part with all 
their rights over Egypt “ for a considera­ 
" tion. 
In fact they sold the Khedivate, 
the right to create a standing army and 
navy, and the right to make independent 
treaties with foreign powers. 
Very little 
more remained to he granted, and it ha3 
long been evident that this little would 
have gone the way of the rest as soon as 
the Khedive was ready for abso’ute inde­ 
pendence. 
Tne Porte has had no real con­ 
trol over Egypt for years, and never could 
have regained the old sovereignty. 
The 
Sultan therefore is only making himself 
ridiculous by getting into a passion over 
the loss of this possession ; and besides, 
since be is certain sooner or later to lose 
the whole of his European possessions he 
might as Well accept this little affliction as 
a wholesome discipline. 
W hether he does 
or not, however, nobody will care a par­ 
ticle. 
Egypt has ceased to belong to the 
Sublime Porte, and w ill not go back to its 
old condition.

Mr. Jay Hubbell has been telling a re­ 
porter that his appeaals for “ voluntary 
“ subscriptions” do not mean anything, 
and that no Government employe is in the 
least danger of being discharged for refus­ 
ing to respond to them. 
Mr. Hubbell evi­ 
dently shares the prevailing low opinion of 
the pnblic intelligence entertained by moBt 
professions' politicians. 
A t this moment 
the public indignation over the political 
assessment plan has had so much effect as 
to render the punishment of rebellious 
Government employes dangerous. 
Mora- 
over, according to Hubbell himself, about 
fifty per cent, of them have failed to re­ 
spond, and therefore it is plain that tba 
rebels are too many to be disciplined. 
But 


it is a certain fact that the primary inten­ 
tion w as to inflict punishment for refusal 
to contribute ; that many employes have 
been so punished ; and that the main influ­ 
ence relied upon throughout haB been the 
apprehension of the employes that they 
would be discharged if they did not pay 
the two per cent, demanded of them. 
Hubbell is a very impudent fellow, and he 
is quite case-hardened, or he would not 
think the public 
bo stupid as not to Bee 
through his clumsy attem pt at vindication. 
But tha truth is that your “ practical ” 
politician is, quite as often ae not, a great 
blockhead.

W e do not refer to Cadet W hittaker’s 
card, hut to other indications iu the South, 
when we remark that there is a growing 
tendency in the colored vote to detach it­ 
self from the Republican party.

Their attachment

There is a law forbidding the tugs to take 
passengers, the penalty being a fiue of $500 
in every case, and because of this prohibi­ 
tion the tug-owners have refused to pick 
up drowning persons, and no lees than 
six lives have been lost in consequence. 
The assertion that the tug owners would 
be liable under the law if they rescued 
drowning persons is, we must conclude, a 
mistake. 
It may he confidently assumed 
that no Court in the United States would 
declare that the saviDg of human life con­ 
stituted an offense or a breach of law. 
Persons rescued from drowning would not 
be liable to hs classed as passengers under 
the law, and no official in hia senses would 
ever think of attempting to apply the pro­ 
hibition to such cases.

that the tug owners are more to blame iu 
this matter ihau tha II arbor Cjm nii.sion. 
ers, and that in fact they are amenable to 
the odious accusation <>t" deliberately sac­ 
rificing human life in order to render ob­ 
noxious a law which causes them aunoy- 
anoe, and perhaps loss.

It is said that fresh strikes are being 
prepared iu the iron trade.

There is a telegraphic account of the de­ 
struction of som e’electric lights at a town 
in Iowa by wild geese flying against them. 
There is nothing at all unusual abrut this 
circumstance. 
It has long been known

light-houses, the keepers of which have not 
had ample experience of this tendency. 
Often the birds will fly against the thick 
glass lanterns of light-housss with such 
force that they fall dead in the surround­ 
ing gallery, and are picked up in the morn­ 
ing by the dozen. 
In fact th¡3 Í3 so fami­ 
liar a fact that it ought to have been taken 
into account when erecting the electric 
lights for town illumination, and whenever 
such lighting is done permanently it will 
certainly be necessary to protect the globes 
against the assaults of birds.

Saturday was a balmy day, with a deep 
heaven above and a fresh, bright green be­ 
low, for the rain of the day before had 
washed the dust away so perfectly that 
every smallest bit of foliage showed for 
what it was worth.

mated by the same desire to get a long 
breath of that sweet, pure air as it must 
blow beyond the city, and the cars leading 
out to Goiden Gata Park were a crush of 
people within. 
Babies were piled above 
babies ; whole families of children came, 
besides nurse maids, women in diamonds, 
gentlemen of leisure, gentleman out from 
business, school girls, ladies of society. 
It 
has been almost the first pleasant Satur­ 
day since the new attraction of “ music by 
the band” had been added to the park, it 
being so much of an addition that the 
street railroad pays two-thirds and the 
Casino one-third of its hire. The musicians 
were stationed in an open veranda, and 
groups of settees filled with people already 
arrived stcod about the branching spaces 
adjacent to the conservatory. 


TH E FACES AND COSTUMES 
Of the people, always varied and interesting 
in an assemblage, were beautiful to look at, 
sinco in the dance and dazzle of that 
golden sunbhine all countenances teemed 
bright.

were numerous and some of them elegant. 
Cnildren flitted hither and thither like 
gorgeous plumaged birds, so very bright 
were tneir dresses. 
For instance, one 
little girl of about five years wore a coat of 
vivid red plush and toque with tassel to 
match. 
Another, younger, was in navy- 
blue velvet with a large poke beaver of the 
same shade on her head, and still another 
was in garnet satin with pike beaver to 
match.

W hen I go in the country I scarcely 
see

nearsighted 
young 
persio, 
but 
our 
city 
schools 
turn 
them 
out by the dozen”. 
It may be and it may 
not be the result of school. 
Some have 
attributed it to the peculiar glancing of 
light upon the blackboards, to the glaie of 
reflection from the white walls, to the ar­ 
rangement of windows on either hand, 
which permits the rays of light to cross 
before the eyes, but whether the mischief 
be done at home or at school, by day or by 
night, it is a wide spread evil, which once 
tis done cannot be undone. 
It is the 
opinion of a leading physician that greater 
attention is paid to the eyes of children, 
and greater care taken of their eyesight, 
than U3ed to be ; that glasses are fitted at 
once, when necessary, where they would 
never have been thought of years ago. 
But I am certain when I was a child and 
lived in the country, we were very few of 
us near-sighted ; we could nearly all see to 
long distance. 
LIKE ni’SY BEES 
Com ng out upon the wing into the sun­ 
shine, hundreds of young girls will come 
into the light, the hum aud the excitement 
of the Carnival. 
The six benevolent socie­ 
ties engaged in this vast exhibition are not 
in exact harmony, some being in greater 
need than others, seme having a larger 
scope of benevolence, and some depending 
entirely upon the charity of the public, 
while others have a small fund to draw 
upon.

arising, he put his pocketbook ir. his boot­ 
leg. 
W hen he laid down again he carekesly 
removed his boot,', thioking nothing of his 
purse. 
The witness said he gave the blankets 
on- which ho was lying a “ bachelor’s tuck ” 
[glancing a t officer Brissell, who returned a 
knowing look] and ho presumed th at in th at 
way he had thrown the purse into the aisle. 
In answer to a question, Mr. Nelson said the 
purse had been lust and not stolen. 
This 
corroborated the story told by the boy. O.her 
witnesses were examined, at tha csncludon 
of which City A ttorney Anderson said as 
there was m testimony tending to Bhow 
a felonious intent on the part of the boy he 
would move for a dismissal of the charge. I t 
was so ord red by the Court, and also an or­ 
der made returning to M r. Nels >n the money 
taken from the boy. 
A fter receiving the 
money and p-eeenting detective B r esell witha 
hundred-dollar hi!!, Mr. Nelson started for 
the Central Pacific Railroad depot, apparent­ 
ly entirely satisfied at receiving his money 
with so litt 1 a trouble. 
However, but a few 
minutes had elapsed until he returned to the 
police station, and made a demand on Chief 
K ircher for the clothes and hat ’he boy was 
then wearing, and which had been purchased 
by the youth with the money he had fouad. 
Tne clothes were purchased a t a store in this 
city and cost $3, as shown by the bi.l found in 
the lao’s possession. 
The Chief would not 
concede Mr. Nelson’s request unless an order 
was obtained from the Court. 
This order the 
now enraged individual said he would obtain 
if be had to remain in ¿Sacramento a week, 
and started ctt in search of Judge Henry 
However, his fury seems to have abated, for 
an hour 1 tter he was seen to board the train 
for San Francisco, m uttering curses on the 
entire police department of this city.

been learned that the boy, W illie Keene, has 
not a very strong mind.

W e may now be stid to be in the flash of the A atuara retail trade— 
bueice3», or rather fashion, holding high carnival, and to a sensible extent 
dividing talk, it not interest, w ith the political campaign. 
B ut as this is 
hardly of immediate concern outside the iimits of the State—it m atters not w hat 
may be its rtfl active and future iff act—we dism i.s it with the wish th at what­ 
ever may come to pars of it, or through it, m sy be for the national as well as 
the loc3l good ; and we turn to what will doubtless be more acceptable to the 
fairer portion cf onr readers. 


Io regard, however, to the fashionF. 
S > abundant at this time are the 
m ate.ials upon which we have to draft for information, th at w hat to notice and 
what to pass by unnoticed is almost as difficult to decide upon, as what to 
choose acd what to neglect in the hundred dishes of a K ing’s dinner.

any rate, as

prediction, 
enunciated weeks ago, that" tha time had not yet come for the temporary 
discarding cf plush, Rmong either dress materials or millinery materials. The cry 
which reached our ears as an echo of tha P arit ilictum, “ Away w ith plush I” 
Wes, as has been proved, a f »!se c.'7 ; as was the report th at ostrich feathers 
for miliicery tiim ming wore to be M tprscJed by fancy feathers; an d as was 
also the *hisper th at smooth felt was utterly to supplant beaver effects in bon­ 
nets aud hatt. 
Io contradict! n, plush not only exists as one of the materials 
spscia I7 devised as a drea-“stuff and for millinery pirposes, but plush sensibly 
rivals v tlie t; while the latsr importations iu bonnets and bats indicate the con­ 
tinued preference for ostrich feathers, as the richest and most suitable millinery 
garniture for tbe colder seasons ; and beaver bonnets and hats abound in the 
m arket—and not only abound, but find numerous purchasers. 


A quaint, unique acd novel fancy, ¡0 the way of a manufacture, is shown 
in what we shill choose to atyie pressod-aad-cu^ plush. 
This material, which is 
almost ¡com parably rich, in desijnsof large spots, fl -nations, birds’beads, etc., 
in shadings of a single color, the cutting or the clipping revealing ths design iu 
requisite relief. 
To illustrate : 
One of the mo3t rem arkable costumes of this 
sesutoii’s importation, as thus fat revealed, Jhaa the skirt of the variety of 
plu“h in question, in owls’-heada design—the coloring brown and ecru tints of 
the plumage of the < w:, and the cutting developing in relief the eyes, the ears, 
and other salie .t features of the bird. 
Tne skirt of this dress is trimmed with 
a double b x-plsiated ruche, at the foot, about five inches deep, and lined with 
ecru satin, while the drapery aud the waist aro of gros d’Ottoman, or ottoman 
silk, the drapery 
being 
quite 
voluminous, 
forming 
a 
diagonal apron 
cf 
many 
folds, 
aud 
a 
full 
braffant 
arrangement at the 
back, 
tbe 
waist fce'og a 
short 
jacket, 
the 
basque 
cut 
in turret blocks 
overlying turret blocks, or a simulated under-jacket, of the plush, w ith collar 
and cuffs of the plush. 
A cloak, of the circular style, intended for evening 
wear and a carriage m antle, is of pressed-*and-cut plush, in rose design, of 
brown shading into ecru tints, the petals of the roses almost as distinctly 
defined as if molded in wax ; lined with cream-white quilted satin, finished 
with a capuchin collar formed of alternate rows of brown and ecru satin 
piping, and trim m ed with very rich chenille fringe corresponding in color 
and shading with the plusb. 
Floriated and plaided plushes enter into the 
composition of m any of the most elegant costumes ; plain and striped plush 
lice handsome cloaks, and pltuh in al! varieties is 6een in millinery. 


B ut yet, with the fact admitted, th at plush is by no means inconspicu­ 
ous among the fashionable materials, and th at it is a rival of velvet iu 
popular taste, we m ust adm it th at velvet is regarded more kindly than 
plusb, inasmuch as with no less elegaccs of effect, it is a more useful ami 
durable material. The seemingly prospective overshadowing of satin was likewise 
deceptive. 
The preference for faille, or grnss-graiu silk, as the more servicea­ 
ble fabric, influences choice w ith the economical and the pradent, it is true, 
but satin has not been supplanted by faille, nor is it likely th at it will go 
out of notice as long as the elaborate styles r f dressmaking and combina­ 
tions of materials prevail; while the distinctive novelty, be it remembered, 
in the silk stuffs of the season, is gro3 d’Ottoman, or the French reproduc­ 
tion of the distinguishing Turkish m anufacture—a soft, heavy pliante texture, 
cf fine satin warp and loose, heavy threads in the woof. 
I t shirrs as 
readily as satin, and is very adaptable to drapery effects—falling as softly as 
ludia cashmere, yet with the rich weight of velvet. 
W e are now and then 
shown costumes w ith tha foundation or the skirt lining of taffetas silk, alpaca 
or stout silesia, upon which Í3 a superstructure combining gros d’Ottoman with 
certain effects in plain satin, plain plush and pressed velvet; or the plain velvet 
with floriated plush enters into the combination. 
Y our dreesmalcVrs will readily 
understand bow these various m aterials may be availably and agreeably em­ 
ployed, and th at any m aterial in vogue may be made available ia the combina­ 
tions which now enter into costumes. 
■ 


For handsome street wear, however, the eoetnmes in greatest favor are those of 
which French lady’s cloth, camels’hair cloth, cheviot cloth or one or the other of 
the fashionable woolen* it the objective materi*! ; and there are quite as many in 
which the cloth alone is the apparent material, as in which there is relief of 
plush, velvet or ttoman silk. 
W e have noticed very effective and desirable 
co'tnm es with the skirt of velvet or plush, bordered either with self ruching or 
ruchiog of tbe cloth, with the drapery of the cloth, and a cloth jacket opening 
on a vest cf the velvet or plush ; while equally handsome creations show wide 
double box-plaiting or kilting on the skirt, of the cloth, full drapery of the 
cloth, and a basqu9 or jacket of the cloth, as closely fitted as a pair of corsets 
and as severely finished ae the coat cf a soldier—the m ilitary fit and finish be­ 
ing, indeed, a prime desideratum in tho fashionable cloth promenade dree*. 


Our far-r,ff W estern friends will also bear in mind th at robe costumes of 
every imaginable style are worn, and that ore rf the most popular of the cos­ 
tumes in vogue incorporates a skirt of plaided serge with a jacket waist, or a 
fanciful basque, of cloth—the waist of plain velvet or plain plush accompany­ 
ing a skirt of fancy silk. 
M any of the cloth costumes are made ef robing ma­ 
terials, wrought in soutache embroidery—a variety cf handiwork just now very 
much indulged in by ladies, who have the cloth for their costumes cut and stamped 
and do their own embroidery. 
As we have before told you, there are exceed­ 
ingly rich robe effects on French cashmere and soft satin in Ham burg silk or­ 
namentation, and in needle-woik, in floriated designs; and in tbe Hamburg 
designs ficelle or lace effects are frequently incorporated. 
Thus much in outline 
drawing in reference to costnmee intended for outdoor wear. 
In our next letter 
we propose to give some hints in regard to dresses for ceremonious occasion_ 
dinner, reception and evening toilets. 


As hinted in the foregoing, in taking up the pen wa had proposed to say a 
word in reference to late developments in millinery. 
Only a word it m ust be. 
Fashion and fancy seem about Equally divided in choice between very large and 
very small bonnets. 
Of the former the poke shape continues the most prom­ 
inent, while there has been U tterly an outcropping of tbe caleche—a revival of 
a fancy of our grandmothers—in a large bonnet with broad, flat crown, to 
which is attached, from the edge, a deep shirred brim, the brim finished toward 
the front with several donble ruffles about one and a half inches wide. 
5Iad» 
of velvet this bonnet is sometimes finished with the strings alone, or at most 
with a large bird, roftly stuffed, or a tuft of small, curling ostrich tips. 
A n­ 
other bonnet shape has the brim bent np in an acute sugle at the top, this angle 
giving place for effective inside trimming. The capote is retained as the head­ 
dress of the ceremonious visiting toilet and evening wear. 
In the construction 
of bonneti the most striking novelty exista in osier braiding—this, of chenille, 
and gold or silver cord, following the braiding of small India rubber tubing, 
which came ont late in the summer.

An English writer, after describing the 
baneful effects of gas upon the healthful­ 
ness of living rooms, goes on to notice 
some of the mischief done to books, wares, 
furniture and the like. 
The evil effects of 
the heat of gas j-ts are augmented, heeays, 
by the large amount of w ater produced by 
the gas fume. 
Sixty humera will produce 
on the lowest computation two gallons of 
water per hour ; hence in a November 
evening maDy large shops filled with deli­ 
cate goods will have a nine-gallon caskful 
of water thrown into their atmosphere in 
the form of steam, to condense on any cool 
surface, as we often see it trickling down 
io windows in winter. 
But worse remains 
behind. 
The sulphur, always preeent in 
gas in larger or smaller proportion, accord­ 
ing to tho character of the coal employed, 
bums into sulphurous vapor, which passes 
in the air to ths state of oil of vitriol. 
Tue eminent chemist, Dr. Prout, expost d 
water in a drawing-room in which gas 
was burned and found that it absorbed suf­ 
ficient of these vitriolic emanations to red­ 
den blue litmus and show the presence of 
free sulphuric acid. 
The fumes from gas 
will, indeed, iu the long run, discolor every 
sort of fabric, rust metals, rot gutta percha 
and reduce leather (as in the binding of 
books) to “ a scarcely coherent powder 
with a strongly acid taste.” 
A fter referr­ 
ing to the evidence of tho librarians of the 
A theneum Club, Loudon Institution, etc., 
as to the rotting of the bindings of books 
kept in rooms lighted by gas, tho writer 
says : “ Drapers know to their cost how the 
edges of pieces of dyed fabrics become 
faded and rotten when kept long on the up­ 
per shelves of gas-lighted shops; no plant 
will grow in a room where gas is burning, 
and cut flowers quickly w ith er; while 
those who work long and habitually in 
gas-lighted rooms become blanched and 
sickly.”

‘"Sir,” he said, beginning with a 
hiss and ending with a roar, “ when I write 
to such a great, such a towering man as 
General Andrew Jackson, Democratic Pres­ 
ident of the United States, I abase myself, 
I abase myself, air.

W OODPECKERS. 


The peculiar features of the woodpeckers 
are found in the construction of the beak, 
the feet, and tail. 
The beak is constructed 
for chipping away the bark and wood, the 
feet enables them to hold fast the trunk, 
and the tail supports them. Their beaks 
are long, powerful, straight and pointed ; 
their feet, formed for grasping, are set far 
back upon the body ; their tails are short 
and stiff, and act as props when pressed 
upon the rough bark. 
Often, in walking 
through the woods or orchards, there will 
be seen strewn in profusion, at the foot of 
a tree, flakes of bark and chips of wood, 
sure sign of the woodpecker’s industry. 
Undar these flakes insects and their larv:» 
found shelter, so that in reality, instead of 
being an enemy to the farmer, he is one of 
his most faithful servants. 
They will ex­ 
cavate tunnels in apparently sound and 
uadecayed wood, boring through several 
inches, till they reach the decayed por­ 
tions 
of 
the 
center 
of 
the tree, 
and 
here 
they 
will 
make 
their 
nests. 
The burrowing powers of the great, 
giant, gray-bellied woodpecker are marvel­ 
ous ; its chisel-like beak haviDg been 
known to chip splinters from a mahogany 
table and to cut a bola fifteen inches in 
width through a lath and-plaster partition. 
Even the small downy woodpecker is able 
to bore its way through solid wood of a 
tree, making an ingenious nest, the bur­ 
rows sloping for some six or eight inches, 
then being driven perpendicularly down 
the tree. The tunnel is barely wide enough 
to admit of the passage of the body of the 
bird. 
But the perpendicular hole is rootov 
and is fitted up in style.

burrowing 
and 
making 
of 
the 
nest, 
but 
they 
find 
an 
implacable enemy in the saucy little wren, 
who, when the woodpeckers’ apartments 
are ready for occupaucy, coolly takes pos­ 
session, and holds them against the build­ 
ers and proprietors, notwithstanding their 
vehement and noisy expostulations.

What Eo the Dying See a t the East 
Honr?—OhoBt Stories 
Miss Francis Power Cobbe’a “ Peak of 
Darien ” is so called because the dying peo­ 
ple, of whom she writes, see, it is claimed, 
the oceans of the past and future, just as 
peak olimbers behold at once the Atlantic 
and Pacific. 
She is of the opinion that 
dying people, just before breathing their 
last, have their eyes eupernatnraliy opened, 
A number of cases are given by the New 
York It'orW, from the experience of corre­ 
spondents, to show the poiat which it is 
desiied should be established by a larger 
concurrence of testimony. 
Oae corre­ 
spondent records the death of a con­ 
sumptive, whose case was hopeless, though 
there was no appearance of the end being 
very' near, who was in the full possession 
of his senses, able to talk with a strong 
voice, and not the least drowsy : 


LITTLE JIM . 
“ While we were talking quietly togeth­ 
er he became silent ar.d fixed his eyes on 
one particular epot in the room, which was 
entirely vacant, even of furnitura ; at the 
same time a look of the greatest delight 
changed the whole expression of his face, 
and after a moment of what seemed to be 
intense scrutiny of toa.e object invisible to 
me. he said to me in a joyous tone : ‘ There 
is Jim !’ Jim was a little son whom he had 
lost the year before, and whom I had known 
well, but the dying man had a son still 
living named John, for whom we bad sent, 
and I concluded it was o! Jchn he was 
speaking, and he thought he heard him ar- 
riving,^ so I answered : 
‘ No, Juhn has not 
beea able to come.’ The man turned to me 
impatiently and said : 
' I do not mean 
John—I know he is not here—it is Jim_ 
my little lame Jim . 
Surely yon remember 
him.’ 
‘Yes,’ I said, ‘ I remember dear 
little Jim, who died last year, quite well.’ 
‘Don’t you sec him there? Taere he is,’ 
said the man, pointing to a vacant space on 
which his eyes were fixed, and when I did 
cot answer he repeated almost fretfully, 
‘ Don’t you see him standing there?’ 
I 
answered him th at I could not see him, 
though I felt perfectly convinced that 
something was visible to the sick man 
which I could not perceive. 
W hen I gave 
him this answer he seemed quite amazed, 
and turned round to look at ms with a 
glare almost of indignation. 
As his eyes 
met mine I saw that a film passed over 
them ; the light of intelligence pas.ed 
away ; be gave a gentle sigh and expired. 
He did not live five minutes from the time 
he first said ‘There is Jim ,’ although there 
had been no 6ign of approaching death 
previous to that moment.” 


WHAT DID HE SEE ? 
Another case is that of a refined and 
highly educated boy of 14, who died of de­ 
cline, beiug perfectly intelligent and desir­ 
ing the unknown life to which he believed 
he was hasteniog. 
Death came on him at 
sunset, suddenly, as ho turned away from 
contemplation of the scene without to gaze 
at the wall, with wide-open eyes and a look 
of perfect ecstacy. 
His mother asked if 
what he saw was some wonderful sight be­ 
yond the confines of this world to give her 
a token by pressing her hand, as he was 
speechless, and he at once took her hand 
and pressed it meaningly. 
A third case 
was that of tho brother of a correspondent, 
an elderly man, dying of an incurable aad 
painful disease, which, however, d:d not 
obscure his faculties. 
Upon him death 
came unexpectedly. It had been uncertain 
for sonic hours whether he was alive or 
dead, but the eager, rapt gaze of wonder 
aud joy came ju3t aa with oae long breath 
the Bpirit departed. 
Still another case was 
that of “ a man of high intellectual dis­ 
tinction, well known in the world of let­ 
ters,” who, when dying peacefully, as 
became the close of a prol'ou- d!y rel gious 
ti*e, v a i observed by his daughter suddenly 
to look up, as if at »ome spectacle invisible 
to those aronnd, with an expression of 
solemn surprise aud awe very characteristic 
of his habitual frame of mind, the end com­ 
ing before the look had time to falter or 
change. 


ANOTHER CASK. 
In yet another casa to bright a light 
seemed suddenly to shine from the face of 
a dying man that *' the clergyman and an­ 
other friend who were with him actually 
turned simultaneously to the window to 
seek for the cause.” 
“ A dying lady, ex­ 
hibiting the same aspect of joyful surprise, 
spoke of seeing, one after another, three of 
her brothers who bad long been dead, then 
apparently recognizing last of all a fourth 
brother, who was believed by the bystand­ 
ers to be still living in ludia. The coupling 
of his name with those of his dead broth­ 
ers excited such awe and horror in the 
mind of one of the persons present that 
she rushed from the room. 
In due course 
of time letters were recoived announcing 
the death of the brother in India, which 
had occurred some time before his dying 
sister seemed to recogniza him.” 


A CURIOUS CASE. 
To the above the World adds the follow­ 
ing : 
Dean Fiumptre, in a recent letter, 
inspired by the publication of MisBCobbe’s 
book, records a case quite as carious of any 
of those just recited : “ The mother of one 
of the foremost thinkers and theologians of 
our tim e,” he says, “ was lying on her 
death-bed in the April of 1S54. 
She had 
been for some-days in a Btate of almost 
complete unconsciousness. 
A short time 
before her death the words came from her 
lips: 
‘There they are, 
all of them ; 
William and Elizabeth, and Emma and 
A nne’—then, aftefr a pause—‘and Priscilla, 
tco.’ 
William waste roa who had died iu 
infancy, and w bo^kParae 
yeirs 
neve; passed tho mother’s lips. 
Priscilla 
had died two days before, but her death, 
though known to the family, had not beeu 
repoited to her.” 


TWO OTnER STORIES. 
Two other “ glimpses of the other tide 
of the gulf ” will be found interesting, 
though strictly speaking they do not belong 
to th8 same division of the subject, 
la 
May, 187J, M. Paul lleris3on. Second Sec­ 
retary to the French Legation at Home, 
was promoted to the Secretaryship of the 
Legation at Athens. 
A German lady, who 
had taken upon herself the trouble of the 
house arrangements of the Eaglish gentle­ 
man who now reports the m atter to the 
•Spf calor, took M. ilerisson’s rooms for her 
E ajlish friend, and arranged them while he 
went to the Fiorecce. 
Oa his return one 
morning in June she met him, declaring 
that the house was haonted, and she was 
not going to stop in it another day. 
“ The 
night before, the first she passed in the 
new house, at about 2 o’clock, she heard 
the furniture in the room creaking most 
horribly, and then a load groan, followed 
by others, weaker and weaker, as if some­ 
body had been dy ing.” 
Though a woman 
of strong cense and proven courage, she lay 
in bed afraid to more until the day came. 
Her friend treated the story as one of 


BAD D R E A M S , 
And was nettled when she insisted on re­ 
turning to it, aud declaring th at Bhe was 
wide awake aud iu full possession of her 
faculties. 
The afternoon papers of the 
same day contained a telegram from Paris 
aunouncing th at M llerrison.who had gone 
to Paris to make preparations for his trans­ 
fer, had blown out hie brains at about 1 A. 
' m , while suffering from a spasm of nervons 
headache, the difference in time between 
Rome and Paris bringing the death to abont 
the time at which Mrs. G. heard the noi«e 
in M. Herrison’s old sleeping apartments. 
(Apparitions, by the way, do not always 
take account of the difference of tim e.) 
The laet story which we shall give is one 
of th s moat remarkable in the annals of 


apparitions. 
Mr. Hngh Hastings Romilly 
fell*, it in a small volume published not 
loDg ago. 
About three years ago the chiefs 
of tbe island of Rotnmah, finding its ruin 
inevitable by reason of incessant civil war, 
sent a petition to Sir A rthur Gordon, beg­ 
ging th at Rotnmah might be annexed to 
the British empire. 
Ponding a reply from 
the colonial cilice, Sir A rthur sent his rela­ 
tive, A rthur Gordon, to Rotnmah, in com­ 
pany with an Australian half-caste inter­ 
preter, Thomas Simpson. 
A native named 
Kimneli, having become aware of the fact 
that the interpreter had committed a rob­ 
bery, Simpson attacked him, inflicting in­ 
juries from which Kimneli died. 
Mean­ 
while Mr. Romilly bad arrived at Rotumab, 
and went with Mr. Gordon to see the 
wounded man, noticing particularly how 
hie head w is bandaged. 
“ A piece of 
coarse cloth was over tbe top of the head, 
and round it, to keep it in its place, were 
strips of banana leaves, the whole being 
secured with cotton and strings of fiber.” 


THE MURDERER 
XX as sentenced to twenty-one years’ im­ 
prisonment, and after the lapse of a few 
months Mr. Romilly went back to Rota- 
mah now annexed, as Deputy Commis­ 
sioner. 
He was in the habit of receiving 
daily visits from a native named Albert 
Alipati, but presently they ceased, and 
Alipati alleged, when questioned, that he 
was “ 'iraid of dead man Kimneli—be 
walks.” 
Mr. Romilly thought nothing of 
this, but when he was informed by the in­ 
terpreter that everybody in the neighbor­ 
ing village had seen the ghost, he deter­ 
mined to unravel them ystery, and stationed 
himself where he could' watch its “ beat.” 
“ I certainly saw about 100 yards off,” he 
writes, “ what appeared to be the ordinary 
figure of a native advancing. 
He had 
something tied round bis head, as yet I 
could hardly say what. 
A recollection of 
having seen that figure was forcing itself 
upon my mind 
more 
strongly every 
moment, till, suddenly, the exact scene 
when I had gone with Gordon to visit 
the murdered man came back to my mind 
with great vividness. 
There was the same 
man in front of me, his face covered 
with blood, and a dirty cloth over his 
head, kept in its place with banana leaves, 
which were secured with fiber and cotton 
thread, leaf for leaf and tie for tie identi­ 
cal. 
• By jove, it is Kimneli !’ said I to 
Allariyce, in a whisper.’ ” 
They pursued 
the figure to the edge of the bush, where, 
in the bright moonlight, all traces of it 
was lost, nor was it ever seen again there­ 
after. 
The day was Christmas, the anni­ 
versary of Kimneli’s murder. 
This is one 
of the very few ghost stories where the ap­ 
parition has been seen by more than ooe 
person.

True, 
some of these experiments have a half- 
humorous, half-subtle meaning, affording a 
pleasant glimpse of one aspect of L -omar- 
do’s character—as, for instance, when iie 
once caused the intestines of a sheep to be 
cleansed and scraped until they were 
brought into such a state of tenuity that 
they could be held within the hollow of 
the hand; then placing in an adjoining 
chamber a pair of blacksmith’s bellows, 
made fast to one end of the intestines, he 
would blow into them uutil be caused 
them to fill tbe whole room, which was a 
very large one, insomuch that whoever 
might be therein was compelled to take 
refuge in a corner. He thus showed them 
transparent and full of wind, remarking 
that, whereas they had previously been 
contained within a small compass, they 
were now filling all space. And this, he 
would sav, was a fit emblem of talent or 
genius. Vassari goes on so state, "he 
made numbers of these follies iu various 
kinds, occupied himself much with mirrors 
and optical instruments, and mida tbe 
raost singular experiments in seeking oils 
for painting, and varnishes to preserve the 
work when executed."

THE QUESTION OF THE UNION OF 
METHODIST CHURC3EF. 


Canadian Methodists Take an advance 
Step—The Progress Made Toward 
The Unlou. 


[Correspondence of the Recorb-Unios.] 
M ontreal (Canada), October 12, 1882. 
The movement in favor of the organic 
union of the numerous branches of Meth­ 
odism, which found such a strong ex­ 
pression and received so gratifying an 
impetns in the London Ecumenical Con­ 
ference, is still making headway, and, 
notwithstanding the apparent backset it 
received at the General Conference of the 
M. E. Church South, which met in Nash­ 
ville last May, there is really a fair pros­ 
pect of its speedy consummation. YVith 
the opening of next year, pending the elec­ 
tion of delegates to the General Conference 
of tbe AI. E. Church, which meet3 iu the 
spring of the year following at Philadel­ 
phia, the discussion of this subject will be 
revived. YVho knows but that when that 
body shall convene 
THE FRATERNAL DELEGATE 
. 
From the Southern Church may pitch his 
address to the eame high key of brotherly 
yearning to which the epochal appeal of 
Dr. Ridgaway w»s pitched ! Following 
closely on the heels of this gathering will 
come the grand Christinas re-union of 
American Methodism, to he held Decem­ 
ber, 1884, in the city of Baltimore, in 
celebration of the organization in that 
“ cradle of Methodism,” one hundred 
years before, of the original Alethodist 
Episcopal Church of the United States. 
YY'hat will be the issue of that family 
gathering, in which old memories will be 
called up and tbe liner sentiments given a 
loose vein, time must be left to deter­ 
mine. Meanwhile events are transpiring 
among our Canadian brothers which put 
them in tho lead in this union movement, 
and which make it almost certain that 
ere tbe Christmas Conference shall meet 
the consolidation of the different branches 
ef Methodism will be, on their side of the 
line, an accomplished fact. 
THE METHODISTS OF CANADA 
Are divided at present into four distinct 
organizations. The largest of these is the 
Methodist Church, having about 125,000 
members and 1,200 ministers. 
This is 
modeled after the British '.Y’esleyan Church, 
with a few changes of government necessi­ 
tated by the larger extent of tbe country. 
Next is the Methodist Eoiscooal Church, 
haviug 28,000 members aud 400 ministers, 
and being governed much as is our own M. 
E. Church. The Primitive Methodists and 
Bible Christians are smaller bodies, num­ 
bering about S.000 members each, neither 
employing mors than a hundred ministers 
and both being non-episcopal. The largest 
of these four churches (the Methodist) was 
formed eight years ago by a coalition of 
the old \YTesleyau Methodist and Methodist 
New Counexion bodies. The latter brought 
about 8,000 members to the new fold, and 
hence tae union was really Jess a coalition 
than an absorption, tbe former church car­ 
rying with it its old form of church gov­ 
ernment, giving up only a part of its name 
and conceding to the New Connexion 
brethren the 
single 
item of 
lay 
representation iu the General Conference. 
This partial union of the Methodists of the 
Dominion, effected eight years ago, was the 
outcome of an effort two years previously 
to unit; the whole. A joint committee 
representing all the churches held a meet­ 
ing at that time, to see if a basis of union 
could be found. The good ship of fra­ 
ternal feeling had smooth sailing for a 
while iu the deliberations of that body, 
but she finally struck and was totally 
wrecked on the rock of the episcopacy. 
The brethren of the other churches, form­ 
ing their ideas of these dignitaries from 
the English Church, would have nothing to 
do with Birhops in any form or UDder any 
name, and the representatives of the AI. E. 
Church 
AT ONCE WITHDREW. 
AI out the same time the Primitives also 
withdrew from the committee, impelled to 
this course, it is said, by the Primitive 
Alethodist Church in Great Britain, the 
result being the committee’s diibandment 
and the dropping for the time of all further 
negotiations. Two years later, when the 
subject was reopened by tbe YY^eeleyans, 
the only church that responded was the 
Alethodist New Connexion, and then occur­ 
red the above-mentioned coalition between 
these churches. The modern movement 
in favor of union began abont four years 
ago in the quarterly and district meetings 
of the different churches. All these, after 
full discussion, voted favorably. Subse­ 
quently tha principle was indorsed by the 
Annual and General Conferences, with the 
result tc date that another joint committee 
has been created, whose deliberations at 
their first meeting last month were marked 
by such perfect harmony, and by such a 
commtndable disposition to make mutual 
concessions, as to give promise that at its 
Dext a3semb ing, which occurs in Toronto 
the last Tuesday in November, it will reach 
a satisfactory agreement, and, lackiDg only 
theadjustment of dstaile, leave the churches 
organically one. 
The members of this joint committee 
who represent the Primitive Alethodiats 
and the Bible Christians were appointed 
by the annual Conferences of those bodies 
in the Bpring of tho present year. In 
August the General Conference of the AI. 
E. Church met at Hamilton and followed 
suit, appointing aa its representatives 
twenty of its most influential members and 
laymen, with Dr. S. G. Stone as their 
Chairman. The delegates from the Aleth­ 
odist Church were appointed at the Gen­ 
eral Conference which met in the same 
place two weeks later, and then, at the 
seat of the Methodist General Conference 
and in the intervals between the sessions of 
that body 
THE COMMITTEE BEGAN ITS WORK. 
As a basis for its deliberations it adopted 
the discipline of the largest of the four 
bodic3 represented, and, showing the es­ 
sential oneness of Alethodism in its theo­ 
logical and moral aspects, at once agreed 
without discussion that ali parties cculd 
cordially accept both tbe articles of re­ 
legion and the geneial rules of that church, 
which, by tho way, are substantially the 
same aa those subscribed to by the differ­ 
ent Alethodisms in our own country aud in 
Great Britain. On the subject of “ Church 
Goverument” it was agreed that, as a con­ 
cession from the two stronger to the two 
weaker branches, the united church 
should have lay representatives in tho 
aunual Confer*nces, while as a grar.t 
from the Methodist, the Primitive and 
the 
Bible 
Christian 
churches, 
to 
tho M. E. Church, the principle of the 
General Saperintendency was accepted. 
Here the deliberations of the committee 
were cut short, and the General Confer­ 
ence of the Alethodist Church being still 
iu session, the representatives of that 
body reported what had been done. YYTith 
the proviso that they were not to consent 
to any such recognition of the general su­ 
perintendency as would interfere wuh the 
presidency of the annual Conferences, or 
otherwife limit the p-wers of those bodies, 
their report was accepted, and their num­ 
ber being increased to forty, they were in­ 
structed to go ahead in their good wcrk. 
Thus, the rock on which the ship went to 
pieces in the former voyage, is now as good 
as passed, 
AND NO DAMAGE DONE. 
The harbor, however, is not yet reached 
and there may be danger ahead from other 
sources. The work of concession has but 
fairly begun, and the question of final 
union really resolves itself into a question 
of whether or not each Church’s stock of 
charity will hold out. The Alethodist 
Episcopal Church has already conseDted 
to give up the life tenure in its Episcopacy, 
and expects to get a twelve-year terns con­ 
sented to, though at a pinch would take 
eight years. 
Other points which this 
Church will he asked to yield or modify 
are tbe ordination of local preachers, the 
Deaconate as an order in the ministry and 
the itinerant presiding- eldership. 
The 
officers in the three non-Epiacopal Churches 
answering to presiding elder* are the dis­ 
trict chairmen, who, like the other minis- 
tera, have a pastoral charge from which 


they draw their snpport, their district 
work being light and seldom calling them 
from the bounds of their own circuit. 
About tbe only objectore to the sacrifice 
of the practice of ordaining local preachers 
will be the local brethren themselves, and 
it is said that already these officials, scent­ 
ing the probable concession from afar, are 
BEGINNING TO MAKE A Fl’SS ABOUT IT. 
The Deaconate will not be very stringently 
contended for, as several of the leading 
members of the Church in Canada have 
frankly stated that, except by inferential 
construction, they find no warrant for it 
in the New Testament. Should any con­ 
tingency arise to render impossible a union 
of all four of the Churches, au alternative 
would probably be found in a union of 
three of them ; in which case the one left 
out in the cold woald be sure to be one of 
the two larger, viz., either the Alethodist 
Cnurch or the AI. E. Church, for the 
smaller bodies, it is said, tired of siDgle- 
blcssedness, are bent on getting married, 
even if in so doing they have to illustrate 
in ecclesiastical procedure the prophetic 
saying ttiat "tw o women shall lay hold of 
one man.” 
This strong impulse toward union in 
Canadian Methodism is largely a matter of 
economy. The Northw* st Territories muse 
be supplied with the gospel, and this must 
be done with as little outlay of missionary 
funds as possible. At present there are 
maDy places where three Methodist 
Churches stand almost side by side, each 
drawing largely for support upon the home 
treasury. Let these three become one, 
and the spiritual needs of the community 
will not suffer in the leaBt, while the one 
church will become strong and self-sus­ 
taining. This argument from facts, with 
A ( OMMONSEX.SE money basis, 
Is very potent just now across the border, 
and it will have its weight in the near fu­ 
ture in hastening a nnion of forces in the 
United States. The statistics of Aleihod- 
ism in Canada are highly creditable. This 
body has progressed by a five per cent, 
more rapidly than any other religious 
denomination, Snd by a five per cent, 
also beyond the increase in popnlation. 
United together, its different branches 
would constitute the largest Church iu the 
Dominion, excepting the Roman Catholics, 
and saving in the Province of Quebec, 
would far outnumber even these. In mem­ 
bers and adherents, it has under its influ­ 
ence one-fifth of the whole population of 
the country, which is now put at about four 
millions. 
Of course the powers of the Joint Com­ 
mittee on Union are merely advisory : but 
should a basis of union be agreed upon, 
extra sessions of the governing bodies of 
the four Churches will at once be convened, 
and there is little doubt that the commit­ 
tee’s work would be ratified. Then, next

NEWS OF THE NORTHWEST. 


SOUTHERN OREGON. 
The fall wool clip in Djuglas connty is 
fnlly equal to that of last year. 
Pork has declined in price in Jackson 
county within a week from 12 to 8 cents. 
Pink-eye is prevalent among the horses 
on Bear creek, Jackson county. Alany 
horses are nnable to work. 
The late rains hare started the grass in 
Jackson connty, and made the fields in 
prime order for plowing and sowing. 
There has been a heavy fall of snow on 
the eastern end of the Rogue river road, 
and teams cannot reach Fort Klamath by 
that route. 
The grain yield of Lake county was equal 
to that of last year and in quality surpassed 
it. The best report is that from John H. 
Miller's field ot 100 acres, which yielded 
5,100 bushels. 
A large amount of sorghum syrup is be­ 
ing manufactured in Jackson county this 
se&Bon, which is of a superior quality and 
finds ready sale at one dollar a gallon. It 
has superseded imported syrup to a great 
extent. 
There were only 129 votes cast at the 
Roseburg city election. The Independent, 
of that city, s&ya : The saloons remained 
closed all day, the air was damp and it was 
cloudy, and the numerous candidates for 
City Marshal, with all their energy, failed 
to get up any enthusiasm. 
Hobart Taylor, who was mistaken for a 
deer and shot by his nephew while bunting 
in Jackson county last week, was one of 
the pioneers of that section, and was 55 
years of age. The fatal bullet struck him 
iu the side, causing death in a short time. 
YY?hile out hunting in the Grayback 
mountains, Josephine county, a son of ex­ 
Judge Baldwin, of YY’illiama creek, aged 
about 16 years, met with a distressing acci­ 
dent. He was subject to epileptic tits, and 
while his companions were away lror.i 
camp, one of them came upon him, during 
which be fell into the fire and burned him­ 
self in such a shocking manner that he died 
a few days afterward. — [Jacksonville 
Times. 
Spokans Ike, who recently killed the 
Klamath Indian doctor, was hung at the 
Agency two weeks ago. He fled alter com- 
inittio , the murder, but was captured near 
The Dalles aud brought back. An Indian 
jury tried him, aad he was sentenced to 
death by Agent Nickerson, who also sat as 
Judge. Upon the scaffold, according to 
the story told by the Indians who wit­ 
nessed the execution, Ike confessed to hav­ 
ing killed six redskins and two white men. 
EASTERN OREGON. 
Hay is worth 88 50 per ton at Cove. 
Grand Ronde valley is to have a fruit 
cannery. 
Prineville levies a tax of 24 mills for city 
purposes. 
YYTheat is selling at 85 cents per bushel 
at La Grande and flour at 87 per barrel. 
The tank built by the O. R, and N. 
Company at Pendleton has a capacity of 
46,756 gallons. 
Immigrants are ponring into Wallowa 
valley. Mo3t of them propose to become 
permanent settlers. 
Some 500 head of hogs belonging to the 
French estate -were sold at Cove recently 
at four cents per pound. 
The tax levy of Umatilla county is ISA 
mills, the same as last year. The net tax 
assessment is 83 500 000 ; poll-tax amounts 
to $1,713 
YYTork on Tunnel No. 4 on Me&cham 
creek is now heing prosecuted night aud 
day'. One of the loDgest cuts on the route 
was completed last Saturday. Over 25,000 
yards of rock was removed iu its excava­ 
tion, requiring three months solid labor. 
The tax levy of Baker county is 244 
mills on the dollar. The value of the tax­ 
able property of the county is $1,057,603; 
indebtedness, $450,183. 
The levy is 
thought to be sufficient to pay current ex­ 
penses and interest on the debt for the 
year. 
WESTERN OREGON. 
There are sixteen convicts iu the Peni­ 
tentiary under sentence for life. 
Most of the farmers on Salem and 
Howell prairies have finished their fall 
seeding 
The largest c op of oats in Washing' 011 
county is Irom a field belonging to YY'in. 
Tompkins, whica yielded 105 bushels to 
the acre. 
IDAHO. 
Snow was ten inches deep at Silver City- 
on the 7th. TI10 wood fiend is happy. 
Barley, oats and wh»at range from 3[ to 
34 cents per pound iu Boise City, and fljur 
is retailing at $12, with no disposition to 
wholesale at a lets figure. A short crop 
and increased demand combine to cause 
these high prices. The only bid for furn­ 
ishing flour at the Baise barracks was $12 
per barrel. It was rt jected. 
J. H Paddock, of the Payette, came iu 
from YYrood River Thursday evening. He 
cays that he ha» encountered heavy sn aw 
storms in the YY estern States and in the 
mountains in this Territory, but he never 
encountered so hard a storm as they had 
on Camas prairie. The snow fell two feet, 
and the wind blew a perfect tempest. 
Every team and the stage going east was 
laid up ; nobody could travel and face the 
wind, aud teamsters stopped just where 
they happened to be and crawled into 
their wagoDS or struck into the brush, and 
let their animah go loose.—[Boise States­ 
man, October 7 th. 
WASHINGTON TERRITORY. 
Dayton flouring mills are running day 
and night. 
Twenty-five families have located in tie 
Cottonwood country during the past month. 
The tie drive is making rapid progress 
down the Yakima. It was within two 
miles of Yakima City Thursday week. 
Timothy Lynch raised the “ big pump­ 
kin” in Yakima county this year. It 
weighs 129 pounds, and is over six feet in 
circumference. 
Thomas P. Page sold his fine farm of 
483 acres, about two miles from YVai a 
YY’alla, recently, for $20,500, It is one of 
the finest dairy farms in that section. 
Immigrants are arriving at Kittitas val­ 
ley in considerable numbers, and are fast 
appropriating the vacant land. They are 
as a class industrious, aud are well pleased 
with the country. 
There are 1,200 children of school age in 
Yakima county. The recent apportion­ 
ment of the school fund amounted to $S76. 
There arc 27 school districts—(he smallest 
report is 10 and the largest 165 pupils. 
M Fellis says that forty acres ef land on 
Mill creek, bottom, about three miles from 
YValla YY .alla, produced 2 000 bushels of 
fine merchantable corn. He planted in 
April, cultivated five times and did not 
irrigate. 
Two hundred dollars ha» been subscribed 
by the citizens of Ellensburg and offered as 
a reward for the arrest aud conviction of 
any per3on for selling or giving liquor to 
Indians, the result of which is that no 
drunken Indians have been ecen in the 
town since the reward was offered. 
The Grand Jury of Spokau county de­ 
voted considerable time to the investiga­ 
tion of the lynching of Andy Neal. They 
examined a large number of witnesses, but 
could not obtain such specific evidence as 
would be necessary to eecure a conviction, 
and so the case was laid aside. The evi­ 
dence showed that eighteen men were en­ 
gaged in the hanging, and the names of the 
eighteen are known to a moral certainty, 
but the legal proof is not forthcoming. 
Jacob Kibler informed as that he raised 
the last season 9,000 bushels of grain on 
200 acres, which i» an average of 45 bush­ 
els to the sere. He has a large crop of ap­ 
ples and grapes, some pears and a few 
peaches and plums. He says that he in­ 
tends to seed 50 acres to alfalfa next 
spring. This is a good move. The thing 
is to get the ground well pulverized and in 
good order before spring ; then n)t sow too 
early in the spring. This precaution is 
necessary to avoid tbe spring frosts, which 
are fatal to the young shoot when it first 
emerges from the ground. It is certainly 
the most r.rofitable grass to cultivate ; it 
comes on esrly in the spring and endnrcs 
longer in the fall than any other crop— 
[Pitaha Spirit. 
The cultivation of sorghum aad the 
manufacture of syrup has been practically 
demonstrated in Yakima county. 8ays 
the Record: Early in the summer Cap­ 
tain Simmons, living on the Natches, 
planted an acre in cane. Recently he har­ 
vested it and ran it threagh tha mill. The 


firet day’s run was over fifty gallons of 
clear and beautiful syrup, aud from the 
acre ho planted he has realized over 500 
gallons of first class quality. 
It has a 
color simitar to maple syrup, as also in 
taste, and all who have examined it declare 
but little difficulty would be experienced 
in manufacturing sugar therefrom, as it 
seems to possess an extra amount of sweet­ 
ness. Tho plant is said not to be so sensitive 
to frost as corn, and to possess all those 
qualities which will adapt itself to our 
Boil. Its yield is enormous, if wo take 
Captain Simmons’ experience as a criterion. 


T h e O r ig in a l “ S ta r sfa n g l e d B a n . 
s e r . ”—Mr». Margaret Sanderson, who 
died in New York city recently, at tbe age 
of S5, was the lady who made tho flsg 
which inspired Francis Scott Key to write 
“ The Star-spangled Banner." At the time 
of the bombardment of Fort McHenry, in 
1812, Mrs. Sanderson, who was only 15 
years old, made the Hag out of costly silk 
with her own hands, and presented it to 
Colonel George Armstead, the commandant 
of the fort, just before the British ap­ 
peared in the bay. Duriog the subsequent 
engagement the flag floated over the fort 
and was seen by Key while conflned in the 
British man-of-war. After the war the 
flag was returned to its maker, and the 
original Star-spangled Banner is now one 
of the treasures of the Sanderson family. 
The State of Maryland has made several 
unsuccessful efforts to buy the flag, but the 
venerable lady could never be induced to 
part with it. During the sesqui-centennial 
celebration, in 18S0, of the founding of Bal­ 
timore. a special committee was sent to 
New York city to induce Mrs. Sanderson 
to go to Baltimore with her flag and allow 
it to be displayed in the procession. 
Although a special car was placed at her 
disposal, Mrs. SandersoD, owing to feeble 
health, could not go, but sent her flag in­ 
stead, the historical fragments of silk being 
placed iu the special car in charge of a de­ 
tective. 
---------------- 
T h e P r ic k l y P e a r.—Few plants are 
more widely diffused than those of the 
cactus order. They are indigenous to 
every warm climate, from the islands of 
the Mediterranean to the great American 
desert, and from the pampas of Buenos 
Ayres to the Indian Archipelago. Their 
varieties are endless, and many species are 
turned to good account in the service of 
humanity, but none is more generally 
prized than the cactas opuntia, or prickly 
pear. One large specimen of this plant, 
reached a bight of nearly twelve feet, and 
was sketched near the Mojave river, east­ 
ern California. The tuna (as it is called 
by the Spanish Americans) is much valued 
on account of its fruit, which, although cf 
no decided flavor, is grateful to the palate 
of the parched and thirsty travelers. This 
fruit, called the Indian fig, is about the 
size of a pigeon’s egg, and bristling with 
ceedle-like prickles.* These are gathered 
by holding a basket under the leaf from 
which they grow, into which they arc 
dropped by a dexterous sweep of the knife. 
The pulp is whitish in color, tender, aud 
slightly acid. 
In Mexico and South 
America the succulent leaves are given to 
cattle as food, especially ia time of 
drought, having previously be:n stripped 
of their prickly exterior.. The Maltese 
and Sicilian peasants are exceedingly fond 
of the fruit, and we can bear witness to its 
plea?anfcce83 after a fcorching gallop over 
the bare rock that constitutes the Island of 
Malta.—[Sunday Magazine.
